WE, THE PEOPLE OF INDIA, having solemnly 
resolved to constitute India into a SOVEREIGN 
DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC and to secure to aU its 
citizens: 

JUSTICE, Social, economic and political; 

LIBERTY of thought, expression, beliei faift 
and worship; 

EQUALITY of status and of opportunity; 
and to promote among them all 

FRATERNITY assuring the dignity of die indivi¬ 
dual and the unity of the Nation; 

IN OUR CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY this 
twenty-sixth day of November, 1949, do HEREBY 
ADOPT. ENACT AND GIVE TO OURSELVES 
THIS CONSTITUTION.

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PART I 

THE UNION AND ITS TERRITORY 

1. (i) India, that is Bharat shall be a Union of 
States. 

(2) The States and the territories thereof shall be 
&e States and their territories specified in Parts A, B 
and C of the First Schedule. 

(3) The territory of India shall comprise— 

(а) the territories of the States; 

(б) die territories specified in Part D of die First 

Schedule; and 

(c) such ofiier territories as may be acquired. 

2. Parliament may by law admit into the Unioix 
or establish, new States on such teniis and conditions 
as it thinks fit. 

Parliament may by law— 

(a) form a new State by separation of territory 

from any State or by uniting two or more 
States or parts of States or by uniting any 
territory to a part of any State; 

(b) increase the area of any State; 

(c) diminish the area of any State; 

.(i) alter the boundaries of any State; 

(e) alter the name of any State: 

Provided that no Bill for the purpose shall be intro¬ 
duced in either House of Parl^ment except on the 
recommendation of the President and unless, where 
the proposal contained in fiie Bill affects the boim- 
daries of any State or States specified in Part A or 
Part B of the First Schedule of the name or names of - 
any such State or States, the views of the Legislature 
of the State or, as the case may be, . of eat 3 i of the 
States both with respect to the proposal to introduce 
toe Bill and with respect to the provisions thereof 
have been ascertained by the President 
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Part I.—The Union and its Territory. — Art. 4. 

4. (i) Any law referred to in article 2 or article 3 
shall contain sv£h provisions for the amendment of 
the First Schedule and the Fourth Schedule as may 
be necessary to give effect to the provisions of the 
law and may aSo contain such supplemental, inci¬ 
dental and consequential provisions (including provi¬ 
sions as to representation in Parliament and in the 
Legislature or Legislatures of the . State or States 
affected by such law) as Parliament may deem neces¬ 
sary. 

(2) No such law as aforesaid shall be deemed to be 
an amendment of this Constitution, for the purposes 
of article 368. 
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CITIZENSHIP 

5 . At the commencement of Constitution, 

every person who has his domicile in the temtory of 
India and— 

(a) who was boni in the territory of India; or 

lb) either of whose parents was bom in the 
territory of India; or 

(c) who has been ordinarily resident in the terri¬ 
tory of India for not less than five years 
imme^tely preceding such commence¬ 
ment 

shall be a citizen of India. 

6. Notwithstanding anything in article 5, a person 
who has migia^ to the territory of India from tiie 
territory now included in Pakistan shall be deemed to 

a citizen of India at the coiamencenaent o£ this 
Constitution if— 

(a) he or eitiier of his parents or any of his 
grand-parents was bom in India as defined 
in the Government of India Act 1935 (as 
originally enacted); and 

(h) (i) in the case where such person has so 
migrated before the nineteenth day of 
July, 1948, he has been ordinarily resi¬ 
dent in tile territory of India since tiie date 
of his migration, or 

(<'0 in the case where such person has so 
migrated on or after the nineteenth day of 
July, 1948, he has been registered as a 
citizen of India by an officer appointed in 
that behalf by tfie Government of ti». 
Dominion of India on an aTOlication made 
by him therefor to such officer b^ore the 
commencement of this Constitution in tiie 
form and manner prescribed by ffiat Gov- 
emment: 

Provided that no person shall be so 
registered unless he has been resident in 
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Part IL — Citizenship. — Arts. 6-9. 

the temtory of India for at least six months 
immediately preceding the date of his ap» 
plication. 

7. Notwithstanding anything in articles 5 and 6, a 
person who has* alter the first day of March, 1947, 
migrated from the territory of India to the territory 
now included in Pakistan shah not be deem^ to be 
a citizen of India: 

Provided that nothing in this article shall apply to 
a person who, after having so migrated to the terri¬ 
tory now included in Pakistan, has returned to the 
territory of India ’under a permit for resettlement or 
permanent return issued by or under the authority of 
any law and every such person shall for the purposes 
of clause (b) of article 6 be deemed to have migrated 
to the territory of India after the nineteenth day of 
July, 1948. 

a. Notwithstanding anything in article 5, any 
person who or either of whose parents or any of whose 
grand-parents was bom in fiidia as defined in the 
Government of India Act, 1935 (as originaUy enact¬ 
ed), knd who is ordinarily residing in any country 
outeide India as so defined shall be deemed to be a 
citizen of India if he has been registered as a citizen 
of India by the diplomatic or consular representative 
of India in file country where he is for the time beii^ 
residing on an application made by him therefor to 
such diplomatic or consular representative, whether 
before or after fiie commencement of this Constitution, 
in file form and manner prescribed by the Government 
of the Dominion of India or the Government of India. 


9. No person shall be a citizen of India by virtue 
of article 5, or be deemed to be a citizen of India by 
.virtue of article 6 or article 8, if he has voluntarily 
acquired the citizenship of any foreign State. 
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10 . Every person who is or is deemed to be a 
citizen of India under any of the foregoir^ provisions 

^ of this Part shall, subject to the provisions of any law 
* Aat may be made by Parliament, continue to be such 
citizen. 

11. Nothing in the foregoing provisions of this 
Part shall derogate from frie power of Parliament to 
make any provision with respect to the acquisition 
and termination of citizenship and all other matters 
relating to citizenship. 


PART III 


FUNDAMENTAL RIGHTS 
General 

12. In this Part, unless the context otherwise 
requires, “the State" includes the Government and 
Parliament of India and the Government and the 
Lefflslature of each of the States and all local or other 
aumorities within the territory of India or under the 
control of the Government of India. 

13 . (i) All laws in force in the territory of India 
immediately before the commencement of dis Consti¬ 
tution, in so far as they are inconsistent with the pro¬ 
visions of this Part, shall, to the extent of such incon¬ 
sistency, be void. 

(2) The State shall not make any law which takes 
away or abridges the rights conferred by this Part and 
any law made in contravention of this clause shall, to 
the extent of the contravention, be void. 

(3) In this article, unless the context otherwise 
requires,— 

(a) “law” includes any Ordinance, order, bye¬ 
law, rule, regtilation, notification, custom 
or usage bavii^ in the territory of India 
the force of law; 

(h) ‘Taws in force” includes laws passed or made 
by a Legislature or oiner competent 
authority in the territory of India before 
tiie commencement of this Constitution 
and not previously repealed, no^fhstand- 
ing that any such law or any part tiiereof 
may not be tiien in operation eitiier at all 
or in particular areas. 

Right to EqxMlity . 

14 . The State shall not deny to any person equality 
before the law or the equal protection of the laws 
within the territory of India.

Part III.^Fundamental Rights.—Art^. 15-16. 

15. (i) The State shall not discriminate agaii^ 
any citizen on grounds only of religion, race, caste, 
sex, place of birth or any of them. 

(2) No dtizesi shall, on grounds only of religion 
race, caste, sex, place of birth or any .of them, be 
subject to any disability, liability, restriction or concU- 
tion with regard to— 

(а) access to shops, public restaurants, hotels and 

places of public entertainment; or 

(б) the use of wells, tanks, bathing ghats, roads 

and places of public resort maintained 
wholly or partly out of State funds or 
dedicated to the use of die general public.' 

(3) Nothing in this article shall prevent the State 
from ma inng any special provision for women and 
children. 

*[(4) Nothing in this article or in clause {2) of 
arhcle 29 prevent the State from making any 
special provision for the advancement of any socially 
and educationally backward classes of citizens or for 
the Scheduled Castes and &e Scheduled Tribes.] 

16 . (l) There sbaU be equality of opportunity for 
all citizens in matters relating to employment or 
appointment to any office under the State. 

(2) No citizen shall, on grounds only of religion, 
race, caste, sex, descent, pla(» of birth, residence or 
any of them, be ineligible for, or discriminated against 
in respect of. any employment or office und^ die 
State. 

(3) Nothing in this article shall prevent Parlia¬ 
ment from maxii^ any law prescribing, in regard to a 
class or classes of employment or appointment to an 
office under any State racified in the First ^edule 
or any local or other auioiiQ' within its territory, any 
requirement as to residence within that State prior to 
such employment or appointment. 

(4) Nothing in this article shall prevent die State 
from making any provision for the reservation of 
appointments or pwts in favour of any backward class 
01 citizens which, in the opinion of die State, is not 
adequately represented in tfie services under die Slate.

(5) Nothing in this Article shall affect the opera^ 
tion of any law which provides that the incumbent 
of an office in connection with the affairs of any reli¬ 
gious or denominational institution or any member of 
the governing body thereof shall be a person profess¬ 
ing a particular religion or belonging to a particular 
denomination. 

. 17 . ‘TJntouchability’' is abolished and its practice 
in any form is forbidden. The enforcement of any 
disability arising out of "Untouchability" shall be an 
offence punishable in accordance with law. 

IS. (i) No title, not being a military or academic 
distinction, shall be conferred by the State. 

(2) No citizen of India shall accept any title from 
any foreign State. 

(3) No person who is not a citizen of India shall, 
while he holds any office of profit or trust under the 
State, accept without the consent of the President any 
title from any foreign State. 

(4) No person holding any office of profit or 
trust under the State shall, wiffiout the consent of 
the President, accert any present, emolument, or 
office of any kind from or under any foreign State. 

Right to Freedom 

19 . (i) All citizens shall have the right— 

(a) to freedom of speech and expression; ^ 

(b) to assemble peaceably and without arms; 

(c) to form associations or unions; 

(J) to move freely throughout the territory of 
India; 

(c) to reside and settle in any part of the terri- 
. tory of India; 

(f) to acquire, bold and dispose of property; 

(g) to practice any profession, or to carry oi 

any occupation, trade or business.

’[(2) Noth^ in sub-clause {dj of clause (I) shall 
affect the operation of any existing law, or prevent 
the State from making any law, in so far as such law 
imposes reasonable restrictions on the exercise of tiie 
right conferred by the said sub-clause in the interests 
of fte security of the State, friendly relations \vith 
foreign States, public order, decency ox morality, or 
in ration to contempt of court, defamation or incite¬ 
ment to an offence,] 

(3) Nothing in sub-clause (6) of the said clause 
shall affect the operation of any existing law in so 
far as it imposes, or prevent the State from making 
any law imposing, in the interests of public order, 
reasonable restrictions on the exercise of the right 
conferred by the said sub-clause. 

(4) Nothing in sub-clause (c) of the said clause 
shall affect die operation of aiw existing law in so fax 
as it imposes, or prevent the State from malting any 
law imposing, in 4 e interests of public order or mora¬ 
lity, reasonable restrictions on the exercise of the 
right conferred by the said sub-clause. 

(5) Nothing in sub-clauses (i), [e) and (/) of the 
said clause shall affect the operation of any existing 
law in so far as it imposes, or prevent die State from 
making any law imposing, reasonable restrictions on 
the exercise of any of the rights conferred fay the said 
sub-clauses either in the interests of the general pub¬ 
lic or for the protection of the interests of any 
Scheduled Tribe. 

(6) Nothing in sub-clause (g) of die said clause 
shall affect the operation of any existing law in so far 
as it imposes, or prevent the State from making any 
law imposii^, in the interests of the general public, 
reasonable restrictions on the exercise of the right 
conferred by the said sub-clause, and, in particular, 
*[noth^ in die said sub-clause, shall affect the 
operation of any existing law in so far as it relates 
to, or prevent the State from making any law relating 
to,—

20. (i) No person shall be convicted of any 
offence except for violation of a law in force at die 
time of the commission of the act charged as an 
oftence, nor be subjected to a penalty greater than 
that which might have been inflicted under the law 
in force at the time of the commission of the offence. 

(2) No person shall be prosecuted and punished 
for the same offence more than once. 

(3) No person accused of any offence shall be 
compelled to be a witness against himself. 

21. No person shall be deprived of his life or per¬ 
sonal liberty except according to procedure establish¬ 
ed by law. 

22. (i) No person who is arrested shall be detained 
in custody without being informed, as soon as may 
be, of the grounds for such arrest nor shall he be 
denied the ^ht to consult, and to be defended by, a 
legal practitioner of his choice. 

(2) Every person who is arrested and detained in 
custody shall be produced before the nearest ma^- 
trate within a period of. twenty-four hours of such 
arrest excluding the time necessary for the journey 
from the place of arrest to the court of the magistrate 
and no such person shall be detained in custody be¬ 
yond the sai 3 period without the authority of a 
magistrate. 

{3) Nothing in clauses (i) and (2) shall apply— 

(a) to any person who for die time being is an 

enemy alien; or 

(b) to any person who is arrested or detained 

under any law providing for preventive 
detention. 
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(4) No law providing for preventive detention 
shaU authorise the detention of a person for a longer 
period than three months unless— 

(a) an Advisory Board consisting of persons 
who axe, or have been, or are quahfied to 
be appointed as, Judges of a High Court 
has reported b^ore file expiration of the 
said period of three months that there is 
in its opinion sufficient cause for such 
detention: 

Provided that nothing in this sub-clause 
shall authorise the detention of any 
person beyond die maximum period pres¬ 
cribed hy any law made by Parliament 
under sub-clause (6) of clause (7); or 

(h) such person is detained in accordance widi 
die provisions of any law made by Parlia¬ 
ment under sub-clauses {a) and (b) of 
clause (7). 

(5) Wlien any person is detained in pursuance of 
an order made under any law providing for preven¬ 
tive detention, the autiiority m aIcing the order shall, 
as soon as may be, communicate to such person the 
grounds on which the order has been made and shall 
afford.him the earliest opportunity of maJdng a re¬ 
presentation agsunst the oracr. 

(6) Nothir^ in clause (5) shall require the auttio- 
rity making any such order as is referred to in that 
clause to disclose facts which such authority consi¬ 
ders to be against the public interest to disclose. 

(7} Parliament may by law prescribe— 

(a) the circumstances under which, and the class 
or classes of cases in which, a person may > 
be detained for a period longer than three 
monflis under any law providing for 
preventive detention without obtaining die 
opinion of an Advisory Board in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of sub-clause (a) 
of clause (4); 
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(^) the maximum period for which any person 
may in any class or classes of cases be 
detained under any law providing for 
preventive detention; and 

(«) the procedure to be followed by an Advisory 
coard in an inquiry under sub-clause (a) 
of clause (4). 

Right against Exploitation 

23 . (l) Traffic in human beings and hegar and 
ether si milar forms of forced labour are prohibited 
and any contravention of this provision shall be an 
©ffence punishable in accordance widi law. 

{2) Nothing in this article shall prevent the State 
from imposing compulsory service for public purpos¬ 
es. and in imposi^ such service die State shall not 
make any discrimination on grounds only of religion, 
race, caste or class or any of them. 
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24 . No child below the ^e of fourteen years shall 
be employed to work in any factory or mine or en¬ 
gaged in any other hazardous employment. 

Right to Freedom of Religion 
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25 . (i) Subject to public order, morality and 
healfli and to me other provisions of this Part, all 
persons are equally entitled to freedom of conscience 
and the right freely to profess, practise and propagate 
religion. 

(2) Nothing in this article shall affect the opera¬ 
tion of any existing law or prevent the State from 
making any law-^- 
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(a) regulating or restricting any economic, finan¬ 
cial, political or otiier secular activity 
which may be associated with religious 
practice; 

(h) providing for social welfere and reform or 
the throwing op^ of Hindu religious in- 
stitutior^s of a^blic character to all class¬ 
es and sections of Hindus.

Part 111 .-“Fundamental Rights.-“ArU. 25 * 23 . 

Explanation /.—The wearing and carrying of 
kirpans shall be deemed to be included in the profes¬ 
sion of the Sikh religion. 

Explanation //.—In sub-clause (b) of clause (2). 
the reference to Hindus shall be construed as includ¬ 
ing a reference to persons profes^g the Sikh, Jaina 
•or BuddHst religion, and me reference ’to Hindu 
religious institutions shall be construed accordingly. 

26. Subject to public order, morality and health, 
every religious denomination or any section thereof 
shall have the right— 

(a) to establish and maintain institutions for. 

religious and charitable purposes; . 

(b) to manage its own affairs in matter of 

religion; 

(c) to own and acquire movable and immovable 

property; and 

(d) to administer such property in accordance 

witii law. 

27 . No person shall be compelled to pay any 
taxes* &e proceeds of which are specifically appro¬ 
priated in payment of expenses for the promotion 
or maintenance of any particular religion or religiouB 
denomination. 

28. (i) No religious instruction shall be provided 
in any educational institution wholly mmntanied out 
of State funds. 

(2) Nothing in clause (i) shall apply to an educa¬ 
tional institution which is administered by the State 
but has been established under any endowment or 
trust which quires that religious instruction shall 
be imparted in such institution. 

fs) No person attending any educational institu¬ 
tion recogmsed by the. State or receiving aid out of 
State funds shall be required to take part in any reli¬ 
gious instruction that may be impart^ in sudh insti¬ 
tution or to attend any religious worship tiat may be 
conducted in such institution or in any premises 
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attached thereto unless such person or, if such person 
is a minor, his guardian has given his consent 
thereto. 


Cultural and Educational Rights 

29. (i) Any section of the citizens residing in the 
territory of India or any part thereof having a distinct 
language, script or culture of its own shall have the 
right to conserve the same. 

(2) No citizen shall be denied admission into any 
educational institution maintained by the State or re¬ 
ceiving aid out of State funds on grounds only of 
religion, race, caste, language or any of them. 

30 *. (r) All minorities, whether based on religion 
or language, shall have the right to establish and ad¬ 
minister Vocational institutions of their choice. 

{2) The State shall not, in granting aid to educa¬ 
tional institutions, discriminate against any educa¬ 
tional institution on tiie ground that it is under the 
management of a minorily, whether based on religion 
or language. 

Right to Property 

31 . (i) No person shall be deprived of his pro¬ 
perty save by authority of law. 

(2) No property, movable or immovable, including 
any interest in, or in any company owning, any 
commercial or industrial undertaking, shall be taken 
possession of or acqiiired for public purposes under 
any law authorising the taking of suV possession or 
such acquisition. urSess the law provides for compen¬ 
sation for the property taken possession of or acquir¬ 
ed and either fixes the amount of the compensation, 
or specifies the principles on which, and the manner 
in which, the compensation is to be determined and 
given. 

(3) No such law as is referred to in clause {2) 
made by the Lemslature of a State shall have effect 
unless such law.Tiavit^ been reserved for the conaa- 
deration of the President, has received his assent. 
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(4) If any Bill pendii^ at the commencement of 
this Constitution in the Legislature of a State has, 
after it has been passed by such Legislature, been 
reserved for the consideration of the President and 
has received his assent, then, notwitiistanding any¬ 
thing in this Constitution, the law so assented to shall 
not be called in question in any court on the ground 
that it contravenes the proAusions of clause (2). 

(5) Nothing in clause (z) shall affect— 

{a) the provisions of any existing law other than 
a law to which the provisions of clause (6) 
apply, or 

(h) the provisions of any law which the State 
may hereafter make— 

(i) for the purpose of imposing or levying any 
tax or penalty, or 

[it) for the promotion of public health or the 
prevention of danger to life or property, 
or 

(mi) in pursuance of any agreement entered 
into between the Government of the 
Dominion of India or the Government 
of India and the Government of any 
other countiy, or otherwise, with res- 
pert to property declared by law to be 
evacuee property. 

{6} Any law of the State «iacted not more than 
eighteen rtionths before the commencejneat of Ais 
Constitution may within three months from such 
commencement be submitted to the President for his 
certification; and thereupon, if tiie President .by 
public notification so certifies, it shall not be called in 
question in any court on the ground that it contra¬ 
venes the provisions of clause {2) of this article or has 
contravened the provisions of sub-section (2) of sec¬ 
tion 299 of the Government of India Act 1935.

{a) the expression ‘"estate” shall, in relation to 
any local area, have the sMne meaning as 
that expression or its local equivalent has 
in the existing law relating to land tenures 
in force in that area, and shall also include 

• any jagir, inam or muafi or other similar 
grant; 

(b) the expression ""rights”, in relation to an 
estate, shall include any rights vesting in 
a proprietor, sub-proprietor, under-pro¬ 
prietor, tenure-holSer or other inter¬ 
mediary and any rights or privileges in 
respect of land revenue.] 

‘[3 IB. Without prejudice to the generality of die 
provisions contained in article 31 A, none of the Acts 
and Regulations specified in die Ninth Schedule nor 
any of the provisions thereof shall be deemed tq be 
void, or ever to have become void, on the p’ound that 
such Act, Regulation or provision is inconsistent with, 
or takes awa^ or abridges any of the rights conferred

Right to Constitutional Remedies 

32 . (i) The right to. move the Supreme Court by 
appropriate proceedings for the enforcement of die 
n^^its conferred by this Part is guaranteed.

Part III.—Fundamental Rights. — Arts. 32-35. 

(2) The Supreme Court shall have power to issue 
directions or orders or writs, including vtrits in the 
nature of habeas corptis, mandamus, prohibition, 
quo ufarranto and certiorari, whichever may be ap¬ 
propriate, for the enforcement of any of the rights 
conferred by this Part. 

(3) Without prejudice of the powers conferred on 
the Supreme Court by clauses (i) and (2), Parlia¬ 
ment may by law empower any other court to exer¬ 
cise within die local limits of its juris^ction all or 
any of the powers exercisable by the Supreme Court 
under clause {2). 

(4) The right guaranteed by this article shall not 
be suspended except as otherwise provided for by tto 
Constitution. 

33. Parliamentjnay by law determine to what ex¬ 
tent any of the rights conferred by this Part shall, in 
their application to the members of the Armed Forces 
or the Forces charged with the maintenance of public 
order, be restricted or abrogated so as to ensure 
proper discharge of their duties and the maintenance 
of discipline among them. 

34 . Notwithstandii^ anything in the foregoing 
provisions of this Part Parliament may by law in¬ 
demnify any person in the service of the Union or of 
a State or any other person in respect of any act done 
by him in connection with die maintenance or resto¬ 
ration of order in any area within the territory of 
India where martial law was in force or vaHdate any 
sentence passed, punishment inflicted, forfeiture 
ordered or other act done under martial law in such 
area. 

, 35. Notwithstanding anything in this Constitu¬ 
tion,— 


{a) Parliament shall have, and the Legislature of 
a State shall not have, power to make 
laws— 
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(i) with respect to any of the matters which 
under clause (3) of article 16, clause (3) 
of article 32, article 33 and article 34 
may be provided for by law made by 
Parliament; and 

(it) for prescribing pxuiishment for those acts 
which are declared to be offences under 
this Part; 

and Parliament shall, as soon as may be 
after the commencement of this Constitu¬ 
tion, make laws for prescribing punishment 
for the acts referred to in sub-clause («}; 

(6) any law in force immediately before the 
commencement of this Constitutioii in the 
territory of India with respect to any of 
the matters referred to in sub-clause (t) of 
clause (a) or providing for punishment 
for any act referred to in sub-clause 
(m) of mat clause shall, subject to the 
tenns thereof and to any adaptations and* 
modifications that may be made therein 
imder article 372, continue in force until 
altered or repealed or amended by Par¬ 
liament. 

Explanation .—In this article, the expression "law 
in force'’ has the same meaning as in article 372. 


PART IV 


D«finItion. 
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DIRECTIVE PRINCIPLES OF STATE POLICY 

S 6 . In this Part, unless the context otherwise re- 

J uires “the State" has the same meaning as in Part 
II. 


37 . The provisions contained in this Part shall not 
be enforceable by any court, but the principles therein 
laid down are nevertheless fundamental m the. gov¬ 
ernance of the country and it shah be the duty of the 
State to apply Aese principles in making laws. 
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36 . The State shall strive to promote the welfare 
of the people by securing and protecting as effectively 
as it may a social order in wfiich justice, social, eco¬ 
nomic and political, shall inform all the institutions 
of the national life. 


* 39. The State shall, in particular, direct its policy 
towards securing— 

(a) that the citizens, men and women equahy, 

have the right to an adequate means of 
livelihood; 

(b) that the ownership and control of the 

material resources of the community are 
so distributed as best to subserve the com¬ 
mon good; 

(r) tiiat the operation of the economic S3'stem 
does not resiilt in the concentration oi 
wealtii'and means of production to the 
coramoa detriment; 

(d) that there is equal pay for equal work for 

both men and women; 

(e) that the health and strengtii of workers, 

men and women, and the tender ag;e of 
diildren are not abused and that dtizens 
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are not forced by economic necessity to 
enter avocations unsuited to their age or 
strength; 

(/) that childhood and youth are protected 
against exploitation and against moral 
and material abandonment. 

40 . The State shall take steps to organise village 
panchayats and endow diem with such powers and 
authority as may be necessary to enable diem to func¬ 
tion as units of self-government. 

41. The State shall, within the limits of its econo¬ 
mic capacity and development, make effective provi¬ 
sion for securing the right to work, to education and 
to public assis^ce in cases of unemployment old 
age, sickness and disablement, and in other cases of 
undeserved want. 

42 . The State shall make provision for securing 
just and humane conditions of work and for mater¬ 
nity relief. 


43 . The State shall endeavour to secure, by suit¬ 
able legislation or economic oi^anisation or in any 
other way, to all workers, agricultural industrial or 
otherwise, work, a livii^ wage, conditions of work 
ensurir^ a decent standard of life and full enjoy¬ 
ment of leisure and social and cultural opportunities 
and, in particular, the State shall endeavour to pro¬ 
mote cottage industries on an individual or co¬ 
operative basis in rural areas. 

44 . The State shall endeavour to secure for the 
citizens a uniform dvii code throughout the territory 
of India. 

45 . The State shall endeavour to provide, within 

a period of ten years from the commencement of 
this Constitution, for free and compulsory education 
for all children until they complete the age of four¬ 
teen years. , 
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46 - 51 . 

46 . The State shall promote with special care the 
educational and economic interests or the weaker 
sections of the people, and, in particular, of the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, and 
shall protect them from social injustice and all forms 
of exploitation. 


47 . The State shall regard the raising of the level 
of nutrition and the standard of living of its people 
and the iinpwvement of public health as among its 
primary duties and, in particular, the State shall en¬ 
deavour to bring about prohibition of the consumption 
except for medicinal purposes of intoxicating drinks 
and of drugs which are injurious to healdi. 

4 S. The State shall endeavour to organise agri¬ 
culture and animal husban(^ on modem and scien¬ 
tific lines and ihall/ in particular, take steps for pre- 
servii^ and improving the breeds, and prohibiting 
the slaughter, of cows and calves and other milch 
and drai^t cattle. 

49 . It shall be the obligation of the State to protect 
every monument or place or object of artistic or 
historic interest, declared by Parliament by law to 
be of national importance, fiom spoliation, disfigure¬ 
ment, destruction, removal, disposal or export, as the 
case may be. 

50 . The State shall take steps to separate the 
judiciary from the executive in the public services 
of the State. 

51 . The State shall endeavour to— 

(а) promote international peace and security; 

(б) maintain just and honourable relations' 

between nations; 

(c) foster respect for international law and treaty 

obligations in the dealings of organised 

people with one ano^er; and 

(d) encourage settlement of international dis¬ 

putes by arbitration. 



PART V 


THE UNION 

Chapter I.—The Executive 
The President and Vice-President 
52 , There shall be a President of India. 


53 . (i) The executive power of the Union shall be 
vested in the President and shah be exercised by him 
either directly or through officers subordinate to him 
in accordance with this Constitution. 

{2) Without prejudice to the generality of the fore¬ 
going provision, the supreme command of the Defence 
Forces of the Union shall be vested in the President 
and the exercise thereof shall be regulated by law. 

(3) Nothing in this article shall— 

(a) be deemed to transfer to the President any 
functions conferred by any existing law 
on the Government oi any State or other 

. authority; or 

(h) prevent Parliament from conferring by law 
functions bn authorities other flian the 
President. 

54 . The President shall be elected by the members 
of an electoral college consisting of— 

(ii) the elected members of both Houses of Par¬ 
liament; and 

(h) the elected members of the Legislative 
Assemblies of the States. 

55. (i) As far as practicable, there shall be unifor¬ 
mity in the scale of representation of the different 
States at the election or the President. 

(2) For the purpose of securing such unifonnify 
amot^ the States inter se as well as pari^ between 
tiae States as a whole and the Union,..the number of 
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votes which each elected member of Parliamwt and 
of the X^dative Assembly of each State is entitled to 
cast at such election shall be determined in the follow¬ 
ing manner: — 

(a) every elected member of the • Legislative 

Assembly of a State shall have as many 
votes as ^ere are multiples of one 
ft thousand in the quotient obtained by 

dividing the population of the State by 
the total number of the elected members 
of the Assembly; 

(b) if, after taking Ae said multiples of one 

thousand, the remainder is not less than 
five hundr^, then the vote of each mem¬ 
ber r^erred to in sub-clause (<?) shall be 
further increased by one; 

(c) each elected member of either House of 

Parliament shah have such number of 
votes as may be obtained by dividing the 
toti number of votes assigned to the 
' members of the Legislative Assemblies of 
the States under sub-clauses {a) and (6) 
by the total number of the elected members 
of both Houses of Parliament, fractions 
exceeding one-half being counted as one 
and other fractions, being di^egarded. 

(3) The election of the President shall be held in 
accordance witii the system of proportional represent¬ 
ation by means of the single transferable votes and 
the voting at such election shall be by secret ballot. 

Explanation .—In this article, the expression 
“population" means the population as ascertain^ at 
the last precedii^ census of which the relevant figures 
have been published. - 

56 . (i) The President shall hold office for a terra 
of five years from the date on which he enters upon 
his office: • 

Provided that— 

(a) the President may, by writing under his hand 
addressed to the Vice-President, resign 
his office; 
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( 5 ) the President may, for violation of the Con¬ 
stitution, be removed from office by im¬ 
peachment in the manner provided in 
article 6 i; 

(c) the President shall, notwithstanding die expi¬ 
ration of his term, continue to hold office 
until his successor enters upon his office. ' 

(2) Any resignation addressed to the Vice-Presi¬ 
dent under clause (a) of the proviso to clause (f) 
shall forthwith be communicated by him to the 
Speaker of the House of the People. 

57. A person who holds, or who has held, office as 
President shall, subject to ffie other provisions of this 
Constitution, be eli^ble for re-election to that office. 

58 . (i) No person shall be eligible for election as 
President unless he— 

(a) is a citizen of India, 

( 5 ) has completed the age of thirty-five years,. 
and 

(c) is qualified for election as a member of the 
House of the People. 

(2) A person shall not be eligible for election as 
President if he holds any office of profit under the 
Government of India or the Government of any 
State or under any local or other authority subject 
to the control of any of the said^Govenunents. 

Explanation .—For the purposes of this Article, a 
person shall not be deemed to hold any office of 
profit by reason only that he is the President or 
Vice-President of the Union or the Governor or Raj- 
pramukh or Uparajprainukh of any State or is a 
Minister either for the Union or for any State. 

59 . (l) The President shall not be a member of 
either House of Parliament or of a House of the 
Legislature of any State, and if a member of either 
House of Parliament or of a House of the Legisla¬ 
ture of any State be elected President, he shall be 
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deemed to have vacated his seat in that House on 
the date on which he enters upon his office as Presi- 
• dent. 

(2) The President shall not hold any other office 
of profit. 

(3) The President sh^I be entitled without pay¬ 
ment of rent to the use of his official, residences and 
shall be also entitled to such emoluments, allow¬ 
ances and privileges as may be determined by Parlia¬ 
ment by law and, until provision in that behalf is so 
made, such emoluments, allowances and privileges 
as are specified in the Second Schedule. 

(4) The emoluments and allowances of the Presi¬ 
dent shall not be diminished during his term of 
office. 

. 60 . Every President and every p>erson acting as 
President or discharging the functions of the Presi¬ 
dent shall, before entering upon his office, make and 
subscribe in the presence of the Chief Justice of 
India or, in his absence, the seniormost Judge of 
the Supreme Court available, an oath or affirmation 
in the following form, that is to say— 

swear in the name of God 

“L A. B,. do- 

solemnly affirm 

ffiat I will faithfully execute the office of 
President (or discha^e the functions of 
the President) of India and will to the 
best of ijy ability preserve, protect and 
defend the Constitution and die law and 
that I will devote myself to the service 
and well-being of the people of India." 

61. (i) When a President is to be impeached for 
violation of the Constitution, the charge ^all be pre¬ 
ferred by either House of Parliament 

(2) No such charge shall be preferred unless;—_ 

(a) tbe propowl to prefer such charge is con¬ 
tained in a resolution which has been 
moved after at least fourteen days’ notice 
in writii« signed by not less than one- 
fourth 01 the total number of members 
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of the House has been given of theii 
intention to move the resolution, and 

(6) such resolution has been passed by a majo¬ 
rity of not less than two-thirds of the 
total membership of the House. 

{3) When a charge has been so preferred by 
either House of Parliament, the odier House shall 
investigate the charge or cause the charge to be in¬ 
vestigated and the President shall have the r^ht 
to appear and to be represented at such investiga¬ 
tion. 

(4) If as a result of the investigation a resolution 
is passed by a majority of not less than two-thirds 
of the total membership of the House by which the 
charge was investigated or caused to be investigated, 
declaring that the charge preferred against the Pre¬ 
sident has been sustained, such resolution shall have 
the effect of removing the President from his office 
as from the date on which the resolution is so passed. 

62 . (l) An election to fill a vacancy caused by the 
expiration of the term of office of President sh^dl be 
completed before the expiration of the term. 

(2) An election to fill a vacancy in the office of 
President occurring by reason of his death, resigna¬ 
tion or removal, or otherwise shall be held as soon 
as possible after, and in no case later tiian six 
months from, the date of-occurrence of the vacancy; 
and the person elected to fill the vacancy shall, 
subject to the provisions of article 56, be entitled to 
hold office for the full term of five years from the 
date on which be enters upon his office. 

63 . There shall be a Vice-President of India. 


64 . The. Vice-President shall be €a;-oyBcto Chair¬ 
man of the Council of States and shall not hold any 
other office of profit: 

Provided that duru^ any period when the Vice- 
President acts as President or discharges ffie func¬ 
tions of the President under article 65, he shall not 
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perform the duties of the office of Chairman of the 
Council of States and shall not be entitled to any 
salary or allowance payable to the Chairman of the 
Council of States under article 97- 

65 . (i) in the event of the occurrence of any 
vacancy in ffie office of the President by reason of 
his death, resignation or removal or otherwise, the 
Vice-Presid^t ^all act as President until the date 
on which a new President elected in accordance \nth 
ffie provisions of this Chapter to fill such vacancy 
enters upon his office. 

(2) When the President is unable to discharge 
his functions owing to absence, illness or any other 
cause, the Vice-President shall discharge his func¬ 
tions until the date on which the President resumes 
his duties. 

(3) The Vice-President shall, durir^, and in res¬ 
pect of. the. period while he is so acting as, or dis¬ 
charging the functions of, President, have all the 
powers and immunities of the President and be en¬ 
titled to such emoluments, allowances and privil^es 
as may be determined by Parliament by law andr 
until provision in that behalf is so made, such emolu¬ 
ments, allowances and privileges as are specified in the 
Second Schedule. 

66. (i) The Vice-President shall be elected by the 
members of both Houses of Parliament assembled at 
a joint meeting in accordance with the system of 
proportional representation by means of the single 
transferable vote and the votiiig at election shall 
be by secret ballot. 

(2) The Vice-President shall not be a member of ,/ 
eiffier House of Parliament or of a House of the 
L^islature of any State, and if a member of either 
House of Parliament or of a House of the L^la- 
ture of any State be elected Vice-President, he shall * 
be deemed to have vacated his seat in House 
on the date on which he enters upon his office as 
Vice-President. 
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(3) No person sliall be eligible for election as Vice- 
President unless he— 

(fl) is a citizen of India; 

(fe) has completed the age of thirty-five years;, 
and 

(c) is <^alified for election as a member of the 
Council of States. 

(4) A person shall not be eligible for election as 
Vice-President if he holds any office of profit under 
the Government of India or tiie Government of any 
State or under any local or other authority subject 
to the control of any of the said Governments. 

Explanation .—For tlie purposes of this article, a 
person shall not be deemed to hold any office of 
profit by reason only that he is the President or 
Vice-President of the Union or the Governor or 
Rajpramiikh or Uparaipramukh of any State or is a 
Minister either for the Union or for any State. 

67 . The Vice-President shall hold office for a term 
of five years from the date on which he enters upon 
his office: 

Provided that— 

(a) a Vice-President may, by writing under his 
hand addressed to the President, resign 
his office; 

{by a Vice-President may be removed from his 
office by a resolution of the Council of 
States passed by a majority of all the then 
memb^ of the Council and agreed to by 
the House of the People; but no resolu¬ 
tion for the purpose of this clause shall be 
moved unless at least fourteen days^ notice 
has been given of the intention to move 
the resolution; 

(c) a Vice-President shall, notwithstanding the 
eviration of his term, continue to hold 
office until his successor enters upon his 
office. 
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6S. (i) An election to fill a vacancy caus^ by 
the expiration of the term of office of Vice-President 
shall be completed before the expiration of the term. 

{2) An election to fill a vacancy in the office of 
Vice-Pre«dent’occurring by reason of his death, 
resignation or removal, or otherwise shall be held as 
soon as possible after die occurrence of the vacancy, 
and the person elected to fill the vacancy shall, 
subject to the provisions of article 67, be entitled to 
hold office for the full term of five years from the date 
on whic^, he enters upon his office. 

69 . Eve^ Vice-President shall, before entering 
upon his office, make and subscribe before the Pre¬ 
sident, or Some person appointed in that behalf by 
him, an Oath ‘Or affirmation in the following form, 
that is to say- 

swear in the name of God 

“I, A. B., do - 

solemnly affirm 

that I will bear true faith and allegiance to 
tbe Constitution of India as by law estab¬ 
lished and that I will faithfully discharge 
the duty upon which I am about to 
enter." 

70 . Parliament may make such provision as it 

thinks fit for the discharge of the functions of the 
President in any contingency not provided for in this 
Chapter. • 

71 . (i) All doubts and dilutes arising out of cx 
in connection with the election of a President or 
Vice-President shall be inquired into and decided by 
the Supreme Court whose decision shall be final. 

k (2) If the election of a person as President or 
Vice-President is declared void by the Supreme 
Court, acts done by him in the exercise and perfonn- 
ance of the powers and duties of die office of Presi¬ 
dent or Vice-President, as the case may be, on or 
lefore the date of the decision of the Supreme Court 
shall not be invalidated by reason of ffiat declaration. 
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(3) Subject to the provisions of this Constitution, 
Parliament may by law regulate any matter relating 
to or connected with the election of a President or 
Vice-President. 

72 . (l) The President shall have the power to 
grant pardons, reprieves, respites or remissions of 
punishment or to suspend, remit or commute the 
sentence of any person convicted of any offence— 

(a) in all cases where tiie punishment or sen¬ 

tence is by a Court Martial; 

(b) in all cases whei*e the punishment or sen¬ 

tence is for an offence against any law 
relating to a matter to which the execu¬ 
tive power of the Union extends; 

(c) in all cases where the sentence is a sentence 

of death. 

(2) Nothing in sub-clause (a) of clause (i) shall 
affect the power conferred by law on any officer of 
the Armed Forces of the Union to suspend, remit or 
commute a sentence passed by a Court Martial. 

{3) Nothing in sub-clause (c) of clause (i) shall 
affect the power to suspend, remit or commute a 
sentence of death exercisable by the Governor or 
Rajpramukh of a State under any law for the time 
being in force.

73. (i) Subject to the provisions of this Constitu¬ 
tion, die executive power of the Union shall extend— 

(a) to the matters with respect to which Parlia¬ 

ment has power to make laws; and 

(b) to the exercise of such rights, authority and 

jurisdiction as are exercisable by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India by virtue of any treaty 
or agreement: 
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Provided that the executive power referred to in 
sub-clause (<2) shall not, save as expressely provided 
in this Constitution or in any law made by Parlia¬ 
ment, extend in any State specified in Part A or 
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Part B of the First Schedule to matters with respect 
to which the Legislature of the State has also power 
to make laws. 

(2) Until otherwise provided by Parliament, a 
State and any officer or authority of a State may, 
noPvithstanding anything in this article, continue 
to exercise in matters with respect to which Parlia^ 
ment has power to make law’s for that State such 
executive power or functions as the State or officer 
or authority thereof could exercise immediately 
before the commencement of this Constitution. 
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Conncil of Uinkters 

74. (i) There shall be a Council of Ministers with 
the Prime Minister at the head to aid and advise the 
President in the exercise of his functions. 

(2) The question whether any. and if so what 
advice was tendered by Ministers to the President 
shall not be inquired into in any court. 

75. (i) The Prime Minister shall be appointed by 
the President and the other Ministers shaD be ap¬ 
pointed by the President on the advice of the Prime 
Minister. 


(2) The Ministers shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the President. 

(3) The Council of Ministers shall be collectively 
responsible to the House of the People. 

(4) Before a Minister enters upon his office, the 
President shall administer to him ffie oaths of office 
and of secrecy accordir^ to the forms set out for the 
purpose in the Third Schedule. 

(5) A Minister who for any period of six conae- 

cutive months is not a member of either House of 
Parliament shall at the expiration' of that period 
cease to be a Minister. • V * 

(6) The salaries and allowances of Ministers shall \ 

be such as Parliament may from time to time by 1 
law determine and, until Parliament so detennines, I 
shall be as specified in the Second Schedule. i 
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The Attorney-General for India 

76. (i) The President shall appoint a person who 
is qualified to be appointed a Judge of the Supreme 
Court to be Attorney-General for India. 

(2) It shall be die duty of the Attorney-General 
to give advice to the Government of India upon 
such legal matters, and to perform such other duties 
of a legal character, as may from time to time be 
referred or assigned to him by the President, and 
to discharge the functions' conferred on him by or 
under this Constitution or any other law for the time 
being in force. 

(3) In the performance of his duties the Attorney- 
General shall have right of audience in all courts in 
the territory of India. 

U) The Attorney-General shall hold office during 
the pleasure of the President, and shall receive such 
remuneration as the President may determine. 


Conduct of Government Business 

^7. (i) All executive action of the Government of 
India shall be expressed to be taken in the name of 
the President. 

(2) Orders and other instruments made and exe¬ 
cuted-in the name of the President shall be authenti¬ 
cated in such manner as may be specified in ^rules 
to be made by the President, and the validity of an 
order or instrument which is so audienticat^ shall 
not be called in question on the ground that it is not 
an order or instrument made or executed by the 
President. 

(3) The Pr^ident shall make rules for the more 
convenient transaction of the business of the Govenr 
ment of India, and for the allocation among Ministers 
or the said business.

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78 . It shall be the duty of the Prime Minister— 

(а) to communicate to the President all decisions 
of the Council of Ministers relating to the 
adi^nistration of the affairs of Union 
and proposals for legislation; 

(б) to furnish such information relating to the 
administration of the affairs of the Union 
and proposals for legislation as Ae Presi¬ 
dent may call for; and 

(c) if the President so requires, to submit for 
the consideration 01 the Council of Minis¬ 
ters any matter on which a decision has 
been taken by a Minister but which has 
not been considered by the Council. 

Chapter II.— Parliament 

General 

79 . Tliere shall be a Parliament for the Union 
which shall consist of the President and two Houses 
to be known respectively as the Council of States and 
the House of the People. 

80 . (1) The Council of States shall consist of— 

(a) t\s’elve members to be nominated by the 

President in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of clause (3); and 

(b) not more than two hundred and thirty-eight 

representatives of the States. 

(a) The allocation of seats in Ae Council of States 
to be filled by representatives of tiie States shall be 
in accordance widi the provisions in tiiat behalf con¬ 
tained in the Fourth Schedule. 

(3) The members to be nominated by the Presi¬ 
dent under sub-ciause (a) of clause (i) shall consist 
of persons having special knowledge or practical ex¬ 
perience in respect of such matters aS the following,

Literature, science, art and social service. 

(4} The representatives of each State specified in 
Part A or Part B of the First Schedule in the Council 
of State shall be elected by the elec^ members of 
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the Legislative Assembly of the State in accordance 
with the system of proportional representation by 
means of the single transferable vote. 

( 5 ) The representatives of the States specified in 
Part C of the First Schedule in the Council of States 
shall be chosen in such manner as Parliament may 
by law prescribe. 

181. (r) (a) Subject to the provision of clause ( 2 ) 

' and of articles 82 and 331 , the House of the People of 

shall consist of not more than five hundred members Pwpie. 
directly elected by the voters in the States. 

' (h) For ±e purpose of sub-clause (a), the States 

shall be divided, grouped or formed into territorial 
constituencies and the number of members to be 
allotted to each such constituency shall be so deter¬ 
mined as to ensute that there shall be not less than 
one member for every 750,000 of the population and 
not more than one member for every 500,000 of tiie 
population.

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(c) The ratio between the number of members 
allotted to each territorial constituency and popu¬ 
lation of that constituency as ascertamed at the last 
prec^ne census of which the relevant 

published shall so far as practicable, be the 
same throi^hout the territory of India. 

(2) The representation in the House of the People 
of me territories comprised within the temtory ot 
India but not included within any State shall be such 
as Parliament may by law provide. 

(3) Upon the completion of each census, the re¬ 
presentation of the several territorial constituendes 
in the House of the People shall be readjusted by 
such audiority, in such manner and with effect from 
such date as Parliament may by law determine: 

Provided that such readjustment shall not affect 
representation in the House of the People until the 
dissolution of the then existing House. 


*82. Notwithstanding anything in clause (i) of 
article 8 r, Parliament may by Jaw provide for die 
representation in the House of the People of any 
Stete specified in Part C of tiic First Schedule or of 
any territories comprised within the territory of India 
but nof included within any State on a basis or in a 
manner other than that provided in that clause. 


83 . (i) The Council of States shall not be subject 
to dissolution, but as nearly as possible one-third of 
the members thereof shall retire as soon as may be

(2) The House of the People, unless sooner dis¬ 
solved, shall continue for five years tom the date 
appointed for its first meeting and no longer and the 
expiration of the said period of five years shall oper¬ 
ate as a dissolution of the House:

(&) is, in the case of a seat in the Council of 
States, not less than thirty years of age 
and, in the case of a seat in the House 
of the People, not less dian twenty-five 
years of age; and 

(c) possesses such other qualifications as may 
be prescribed in that behalf by or under 
any law made by Parliament

not intervene between its last sitting in one session 
and the date appointed for its first sitting in the next 
session.

(2) The President may send messages to either 
House of Parliament, whether with respect to a Bill 
then pending in Parliament or otherwise, and a 
House to wmch any message is so sent shall with all 
convenient despatdi consider any matter required 
by the message to be taken into consideration. 

87, (i) At the commencement of ®[the first session 

after each general election to the House of the People 
and at fee commencement of the first session of each 
year] the President shall address both Houses of 
Parliament assembled together and inform Parlia- 
ment of the causes of its summons. _

88. Every Minister and the Attorney-General of 
India shall have tbe right to speak in, and otherwise 
to take part in the proceedings of, either House, any 
joint sitting of die Houses, and any commit^ of 
rarli ament of which he may be named a member, 
but shall not by virtue of this article be entitled to 
vote. 

Officers of Parliament 

89 . (i) The Vice-President of India shall be e*- 
offido Chairman of the Council of States. 

{2) The Council of States shall, as soon as may 
be, choose a member of the Council to be Deputy 
Chairman thereof and, so often as the office of 
Deputy Chairman becomes vacant, the Council shall 
choose another member to be Deputy Chairman 
diereof. 


90 . A member holding office as Deputy Chairman 
of the Council of States— 

(fl) shall vacate his office if he ceases to be a 
member of the Council; 

(d) may at ,any time, by writing under his hand 
addressed to the Chairman, resign his

(c) may be removed from his office by a resolu¬ 
tion of the Council passed by a majority 
of all the then members of the Council:

92 . (i) At any sitting of the Council of States, 
while any resolution for the removal of the Vice- 
President from his office is under consideration, the 
Chairman, or while any resolution fo^^the removal of 
the Deputy Chairman from his office is under con¬ 
sideration, the Deputy Chairman, shall not, though 
he is present, presiSe, and the provisions of clause (2) 
of article 91 shall apply in relation to every such 
sitting as they apply in relation to a sitting from 
which the Chairman, or, as the case may be, the 
Deputy Chairman, is absent. 

(2) The Chairman shall have the right to speak 
in, and otherwise to take part in the proceedings of, 
the Council of States while any resolution for the 
removal of the Vice-President from his office is under 
consideration in the Council, but, notwithstanding 
anything in article 100, shall not be entitled to vote 
at all on such resolution or on any other matter 
during such proceedings. 

93. The House of the People shall, as soon as 
may be, choose two members of the House to be res¬ 
pectively Speaker and Deputy Speaker thereof and, 
so often as the office of Speaker or Deputy Speaker 
becomes vacant, the House shall choose another 
member to be Speaker or Deputy Speaker, as the 
case may be. 

94. A member holding office as Speaker or 
Deputy Speaker of the House of the People— 

(<i) shall vacate his office if he ceases to be a 
member of the House of the People; 

(h) may at any time, by writing under his hand 
addressed, if sucfi member is the Speaker, 
to the Deputy Speaker, and if such mem¬ 
ber is the Deputy Speaker, to the Speaker, 
resign his office; and 
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(c) may be removed from his office by a resolu^ 
tion of the House of the People passed by* 
a majority of all the then members of the 
House: 

Provided that no resolution for the purpose of 
clause (c) shall be moved unless at least fourteen 
days’ notice has been given of the intention to move 
the resolution: 

Provided further that, whenever the House of 
ffie People is dissolved, the Speaker shall not vacate 
his office until immediately before the first meeting of 
the House of the People after the dissolution. 

95. (i) While the office of Speaker is vacant, tfie 
duties of the office shall be performed by the Deputy 
Speaker or, if the office of Deputy Speaker is also 
vacant, by such member of the House of the People 
as the President may appoint .for the paq>ose. 

(2) During the absence of the Speaker from any 
sitting of the House of the People the Deputy 
Speaker dr, if he is also absent, such person as may 
be determined by the rules of procedure of the 
House, or, if no such person is present, such other 
person as may be determined by tiie House, shall act 
as Speaker. 

96 . (x) At any sitting of the House of the People, 
while any resolution for the removal of the Speaker 
from his office is under consideration, the Spesier, or 
while any resolution for the removal of the Deputy 
Speaker from his office is under consideration, the 
Deputy Speaker, shall not; though he is present, pre¬ 
side, and the provisions of clause (2) of article 95 
shall apply in relation to every such sitting as they 
apply in relation to a sitting from which the Speaker, 
or, as the case may be, the Deputy Speaker, is 
absent. 

(2) The Speaker shall have the right to speak in, 
and otherwise to take part in the proceedings of, die 
House of the People while any resolution for his 
removal from office is under consideration in die 
House and shall, notwithstanding anything in article 
100, be entitled to vote only in the first instance on 
such resolution or on any other matter during such 
proceedings but not in the case of an equality of votes. 
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97 . There shall De paid to the Chainnan and the 
Depu^ Chairman of the Council of States, and to 
the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker of the House of 
the People, such salaries and allowances as may be 
respectively fixed by Parliament by law and,, until 
provision in that behalf is so made, such salaries and 
allowances as are specified in the Second Schedule. 

98 . (i) Each House of Parliament shall have a 
separate secretarial staff: 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall be con¬ 
strued as preventing the creation of posts common to 
both Houses of Parliament. 

(a) Parliament may by law regulate the recruit¬ 
ment, and the conditions of service of persons ap- 

g pinted, to the secretarial staff of either House of 
arliament. 

(3) Until provision is made by Parliament ynder 
clause (2), the President inay, after consultation 
with the Speaker of the House of the People or the 
Chairman of the Council of States, as the case may 
be, make rules regulating the recruitment, and the 
conditions of service of persons appointed, to the 
secretarial staff of the House of the People or the 
Council of States, and any rules so made shall have 
effect subject to the provisions of any law made 
under the said clause. 

Conduct of Business 

99 . Every member of either House of Parliament 
shall, before taking his seat, make and subscribe 
before the President, or some person appointed in 
that behalf by him. an oath or affirmation according 
to the form set out for the purpose in the Third 
Schedule. 

100. (i) Save as otherwise provided in this Con¬ 
stitution, all questions at any sitting of either House 
or joint sitting of the Houses shall be determined by 
a majority of votes of the members present and vot¬ 
ing, other than the Speaker or person acting as 
Chairman or Speaker. 
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The Chairman or Speaker, or person acting as 
such, shall not vote in the first instance, but shall 
have and exercise a casting vote in the case of an 
equality of votes. 

(2) Either House of Parliament shall have power 
to act notwithstanding any vacancy in the member¬ 
ship thereof, and any proceedings in Parliament 
shall be valid notwithstanding that it is discovCTed 
subsequently that some person who ^vas not entitled 
so to do sat or voted or otherwise took part in the 
proceedinp. 

(3) Until Parliament,by law otherwise provides, 
the quorum to constitute a meeting of either House of 
Parliament ^all be one-tenth of the total number of 
members of the House. 

(4) If at any time during a meeting of a House 
there is no quorum, it shall be the duty of die Chair¬ 
man or Speaker, or person acting as such, either to 
adjourn' the House or to suspend the meeting until 
there is a quorum. 

Disqualifica^ons'of members 

101. (r) No person shall be a member of both 
. Houses of Parliament and provision shall be made 
’) by Parliament by law for the vacation by a person 
who is chosen a member of both Houses of his seat in 
one House or the other. 

(2) No person shall be a member both of 
Parliament and of a House of the Legislature of a 
State specified in Part A or Part B of the First 
Schedule, and if a person is chosen a member both 
of Parliament and of a House of die Legislati^ of 
such a State, then, at the expiration of such period as 
may be specified in ^rules made by the Pt^iaent, that 
person's seat in Parliament shall become vacant, on- , 
less he has previously resigned his seat in Ae Legis¬ 
lature of the State. 

(3) If a member of cither House of Parliament-^ - 
. (a) becomes subject to any of the disqualifica¬ 
tions mentioned in clause (i) of article

{4) If for a period of sixty days a member of 
either House of Parliament is Without permission of 
the House absent from all meetings thereof, fte 
House may declare his seat vacant: 

Provided that in computing the said period of 
sixty days no account shall be taken of any period 
during which the House is prorogued or is adjourned 
for more than four consecutive days. 

102. (i) A person shall be disqualified for beir^ 
chosen as, and for being, a membCT of eitJier House 
of Parliament— 

(a) if he holds any office of profit under the 

Government of India or the Government 
of any State, other than an office declared 
by Parliament by law not to disqualify 
its holder; 

(b) if he is of unsound mind and stands so 

declared by a competent court; 

(c) if he is an undischarged insolvent; 

(i) if he is not a citizen of India, or has volun¬ 
tarily acquired the citizenship of a foreign 
State, or is under any acknowle^^nent of 
aBegiance or adherence to a fore^ 
States 

{e) if he is so disqualified by or under any law 
made by Parliament. 

(2) For the purposes' of this article a person shall 
not be deemed to hold ^ office of profit under the 
Government of India or the Government of any State 
by reason only that he is a Minister either for the 
Union or for such State. ^ 

^ 103 . {i) If any question arises as to whether a 

member of either House of Parliament has become 
subject to any of tbo disqualifications mentioned in 
clause (i) of artide 102, the question shall be referred 
for the dedsion of the President and his decision 
Bhall be final. 
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(2) Before giving any decision on any such ques¬ 
tion, the President shall obtain the opinion of the 
Election Commission and shall act according to such 
opinion. 

104 . If a person sits or votes as a member of 
eittier House of Parliament before he has complied 
with the requirements of article 99, or when he knows 
that he is not qualified or that he is disqualified for 
membership thereof, or that he is prohibited from so 
doing by the provisions of any law made by Parlia¬ 
ment, he shall be liable in respect of each day on which 
he so sits or votes to a penalty of five hundred rupees 
to be recovered as a debt due to the Union. 

Powers. Privileges and Immunities of Parliament 
• and its Members 

105 . (i) Subject to tlie provisions of this Consti¬ 
tution and to the rules and standing oniers regulating 
the procedure of Parliament, there shall be freedom 
of speech in Parliament 

(2) No member of Parliament shall be liable to 
any proceedings in any court in respect of anything 
said or any vote given by him in Parliament or any 
committee thereof, and no person shall be so liable m 
respect of the publication by or under the authority 
of either House of Parliament of any report, paper, 
votes or proceedings. 

(3) In other respects, the p)owers, privileges and 
immunities of each House of Parliament, and of the 
members and the committees of each House, shall be 
such as may from time to time be defined by Parlia¬ 
ment by law, and, until so defined, shall be those of 
the House of Commons of the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom, and of its members and committees, 
at tile commencement of this Constitution. 

(4) The provisions of clauses (i),, (2) and (3) 
shall apply in relation to persons wh<x by virtue of 
this Consttution have the right to speak in, and 
otherwise to take part in the proceedings of, a House 
of Parliament or any committee thereof as they 
apply in relation to members of Parliament, 
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406 . Members of either House of Parliament shall 
be entitled to receive such, salaries and allowances as aa«s of 
may from time to time be determined by Parliament 
by law and, until provision in that respect is so made, 
allowances at such rates and upon such conditions as 
were immediately before the commencement of this 
Constitution applicable in the case of members of the 
Constituent Assembly of the Dominion of India. 

Legislative Procedure 

107 . (l) Subject to the provisions of articles 109 ProvisioM 
and 117 with respect to Money Bills arid other finan- S^ducUon 
cial Bills, a Bill mav originate in either House of aod pas*- 
Parliament. . 

(2) Subject to the provisions of articles 108 and 
109. a Bill shall not be deemed to have been passed by 
the Houses of Parliament unless it has been a^eed 
to by both Houses, either without amendment or with 
such amendments only as are agreed to by both 
Houses. 

(3) A Bill pending in Parliament shall not lapse 
by reason of tfie prorogation of the Houses. 

(4) A Bill pending in the Council of States which 
has not been 'passed by the House of the People shall 
not lapse on a dissoiubon of the House of the People. 

(5) A Bill which is pendir^ in the House of the 
People, or which having been passed by the House of 
the People is pendir^ in the Council of States, shall, 
subject to the provisions of article 108, lapse on a 
dissolution of the House of the People. 


108. (i) If after a Bill has been passed by one 
House and transmitted to the other House— 

(а) the Bill is rejected by the other House; or 

(б) the Houses have finally dts^eed as to the* 

amendments to be made in the Bill; or 
(c) more than six months elapse from the date of 
the reception of the Bill by the o&er 
House without the Bill being passed by 
it, 

the President may, unless die Bill has lapsed by reason 
of a dissolution of the House of the People, notify to 
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the Houses by message if they are sitting or by public 
Dolificatioii ii they are not sitting, his intention to 
summon them to meet in a joint sitting for the purpose 
of deliberating and voting on the Bill: 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to 
a Money Bill. 

(2) In reckoning any such period of six months as 
is referred to in clause (i), no account shall be taken 
of any period during which the House referred to in 
sub-clause (t;) of that clause is prorogued or adjourn¬ 
ed for more than four consecutive days. 

h) Where the President has under clause (i) 
notified his intention of summoning the Houses to meet 
in a joint sitting, neither House shall proceed further 
with the Bill, but the President may at any time after 
the date of , his notification summon the Houses to 
meet in a joint sitting for the purpose specified in the 
notification and, if he does so, the Houses shall meet 
accordingly. 

(4) If at the joint sitting of the two Houses the 
Bill, with such amendments, if any, as are agreed to in 
joint sitting, is passed by a majority of tlie total 
number of members of i)oth Houses present and 
voting, it shall be deemed for the purposes of this 
Constitution to have been passed by botii Houses: 

Provided that at a joint sitting— 

(a) if the Bill, having been passed by one House, 

has not been' passed by the other House 
with amendments and. returned to Ae 
House in which it originated, no amend¬ 
ment shall be proposed to the Bill other 
than such amendments (if any) as are 
made necessary bv the delay in the 
passage of the Bill; 

[b) if the Bill has been, so passed and returned, 

only such amendments as aforesaid shall 
be proposed to the Bill and such other 
amendments as are relevant to the mat¬ 
ters with respect to which the Houses have 
not agreed; 
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and the decision of the person presiding as to the 
amendments which are admissible und,er this clause 
shall be hnal. 

(5) A joint sitting may be held under this article 
and a Bill passed thereat, notwithstandii^ that a dis¬ 
solution of the House of the People has intervened 
since the President notified his intention to summon 
the Houses to meet therein. 

109. (i) A Money Bill shaD not be introduced in 
the Council of States. 

(2) After a Money Bill has been passed by the 
House of the People it shall be transmitted to the 
Council of States for its recommendations and the 
Council of States shall within a period of fourteen 
days from the date of its receipt of the Bill return the 
Bill to the House of the People with its recommenda¬ 
tions and the House of the People may thereupon 
either accept or reject all or any of the recommenda¬ 
tions of the CouncU of States. 

(3) If the House of the People accepts any of the 
recommendations of the Council of States, the Money 
Bill shall be deemed to have been passed by boi 
Houses with the amendments recommended by the 
Council of States and accepted by the House of the 
People. 

(4) If the House of the People does not accept any 
of the recommendations of the Council of States, the 
Money Bill shall be deemed to have been passed by 
both Houses in the form in which it was passed by 
the House of the People without any of the amend¬ 
ments recommended by the Council of States. 

(5) If a Money Bill passed by the House of the 
People and transmitted to the Council of States for 
its recommendations is not returned to the House of 
^e People within the said period of fourteen days, it 
shall* be deemed to have been passed by both Houses 
•at the expiration of the said period in the form in 
which it was passed by the House of the People. 
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IJO. (i) For the purposes of this Chapter, a Bill 
shall be deemed to be a Sloney Bill if it contains only 
provisions dealing with all or any of the following 
matters, namel}^— 

{a) the imposition, abolition, remission, altera¬ 
tion or regulation of any tax; 

(6) the regdation of the borrowing of mon^ or 
the giving of any guarantee by the <jov- 
emment of India, or the amendment of 
the law with respect to any financial obli¬ 
gations undertaKen or to be undertaken 
by the Government of India; 

(c) the custody of the Consolidated Fund or the 

Contingency Fund of India, the payment 
of monew into or the withdrawal of 
moneys 6om any such Fund; 

(d) the appropriation of mone}^ out of the 

Consolidated Fund of India; 

(tf) the declaring of any expenditure to be 
expenditure charged on the Consolidated 
Fund of India or the increasing of the 
amount of any such expenditure; 

(/) the receipt of money on account of the Con¬ 
solidated Fund of India or the public 
account of India or the custody or issue 
of such money or the audit of the 
accounts of the Union or of a State; or 

(g) any matter incidental to aiw of the matters 
specified in sub-clauses (a) to if). 

(2) A Bill shall not be deemed to be a Monty 
Bill by reason only that it provides for iht imposi¬ 
tion or fines or other pecumary penalties, or for the 
demand or payment of fees for licences or fees for 
services rendered, or by reason that it provide for 
the imposition, abolition, remission, alteration or 
regulation of any tax by any local authority or body, 
for local purposes. 

(3) If any question arises whether a Bill is a 
Money Bill or not, the decision of the Speaker of th^ 
House of the People thereon shall be final. 
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(4) There shall be endorsed on every Money Bill 
when it is transmitted to the Council of States under 
article 109, and when it is presented to the President 
for assent under article in, the certificate of the 
Speaker of the House of the People signed by him 
that it is a Money Bill, 

itl. When a Bill has been passed by the Houses 
of Parliament, it shall be presented to Ae President, 
and the President shaJl declare either that he assents 
to the Bill, or that he withholds assent therefrom: 

Provided that the President may, as soon as 
possible after the presentation to him of a Bill for 
assent, return the Bill if it is not a Money Bill to ^e 
Houses with a message requesting that they will re¬ 
consider the Bill'or any specified provisions thereof 
and, in particular, will consider the desirability of 
introducing any such amendments as he may recom¬ 
mend in ms message, and when a Bill is so returned, 
the Houses shall reconsider the Bill accordingly, and 
if the Bill is passed again by the Houses with or 
without amendment and presented to the President 
for assent, the President shall not withhold assent 
therefrom. 


Procedure in financial matters 

112. (i) The President shall in respect of every 
financial year cause to be laid before botii the Houses 
of Parliament a statement of the estimated receipts 
and expenditure of the Government of India for that 
year, in this Part referred to as the “annual financial 
statement'’. 

(2) The estimates of expenditure embodied in the 
annual financial statement shall show separately— 

(«) the sums required to meet expenditure des¬ 
cribed by this Constitution as expendi¬ 
ture charged upon die Consolidated Fund 
of India; and 

(b) the sums required to meet other expenditure 
proposed to be made from the Consolida¬ 
ted r und of India, 

and shall distinguish expenditure on revenue account 
from other expenditure. 
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(3) The following expenditure shall be expendi¬ 
ture charged on the Consolidated Fund of India— 

[а) the emoluments and allowances of ^ Presi- 

dent and other expenditure relating to his 
office; 

(б) the salaries and allowances of the Chairman 

and ffie Deputy Chairman of the Council 
of States and ffie Speaker and the Deputy 
. Speaker of the House of the People; 

(c) debt charges for which the Government of 
India is liable including interest, sinking 
fund charges and redemption charges, and 
other expenditure relating to the raising of 
loans and the service and redemption of 
debt;, 

(«i) (*) the salaries, allowances and pensions 
payable to or in r^pect of Judges of the 
Supreme Court; 

(n) the pensions payable to or in respect of 
Judges of the Federal Cgurt; 

(iit) the pensions payable to or in respect of 
, Ju^es of any*High Court which exercises 
juri^ction in relation to any area includ¬ 
ed in the territory of India or which at any 
time before die commencement of this 
Constitution exercised jurisdiction in rela¬ 
tion to any area included in a Province 
corresponmng to a State specified in Part 
A of the First Schedule; 

(^) the salary, allowances and pension payable 
to or in respect of the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General of India; 

(f) any sums required to satisfy any ju(^ment 
decree or award of any court or arbitral 
tribunal; 

ig) any other expenditure declared by this Con¬ 
stitution or. by Parliament by law to be 
so charged.

Provided ffiat the rules made under this clause 
shall, so far as they relate to salaries, allowances, leave 
or pensions, require the approval of the Presidrat. 


(3) The administrative expenses of the Supreme 
Court, including all salaries, allowances and pensions 
payable to or in respect of ffie officers and servants of 
the Court, shall be charged upon the Consolidated 
Fund of India, and any fees or other moneys taken by 
■die Court shall form part of that Fimd. 

147 . In this Chapt^ and in Chapter V of Part VI, 
references to any substantial question of law as to the 
interpretation of this Constitution shall be construed 
as including refer^ices to any substantia! qu^tion of 
law as to the interpretation of the Government of India 
Act, 1935 (incluffing any enactment amendyjg or 
supplementing that Act), or of any Order in Council

Chapter V,— Comptroller and Auditor-General

14 S. (i) There sh^ be a Comptroller and Auditor- 
General of India who shall be apTOinted by the Presi¬ 
dent by warrant under his hand and seal and shall 
only be removed from office in like manner and on the 
like grounds as a Judge of the Supreme Court. 


(2) Every person appointed to be die Comptroller 
and Auditor-General of India shall, before be enters 
upon his office, make and subscribe before die Presi¬ 
dent, or some person appointed in that behalf by him, 
an oath or affirmation according to the fon^ set out 
for the purpose in the Third S(^edule.

omptroUer and Auditor-General shall be such as 
may be determined by Parliament by law and, until 
they are so determined, shall be as specified in the 
Second Schedule: 

Provided that neitiier the salary of a Comptroller 
and Auditor-G^eraJ nor his rights in respect of leave 
of alienee, pension or age of retirement shall be 
vari^ to his disadvanh^e after his appointment. 

(4) The Comptroller and Auditor-General shall 
not be eli^ble for further office either under the Gov¬ 
ernment of India or under tiie Government of any 
State after he has ceased to hold his office. 

(5) Subject to the provisions of this Constitution 
and of any law made hy Parliament, the conditions 
of service of persons serving in tiie Indian Audit and 
Accounts Department and tiae administrative powers 
of the Comptroller and Auditor-General shall be such 
as may be prescribed by rules made by the President 
after consultation with the Comptroller* and Auditor- 
General. 


The administrative expenses of the office of 
the Comptroller and AuditorTGenerai, including all 
salaries, allowances and pensions payable to or in 
respect of persons serving in that office, shall be 
charged upon the Consolidated Fund of India. 
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149. The Comptroller and Auditor-General shall 
perform such duties and exercise such powers in 
relation to the accounts of the Union and of the States 
and of any other authority or body as may be pres¬ 
cribed by or under any law made by Parliament and, 
until provision in that behalf is so made, shall perform 
such duties and exercise such powers in relation to ihe 
accounts of the Union and of the States as were con¬ 
ferred on or exercisable by the Auditor-General of 
India immediately before the commencement of this 
Constitution relation to tiie accounts of the 
poipinion of India and of the Provinces respectively.

Chapter I.— General 

152 . In this Part, unless the context otherwise 
requires, the expression "State” means a State speci¬ 
fied in Part A of the First Schedule. 

Chapter ,II.—The Executive 

Tke Governor 

153 . There shall be a Governor for each State. 

154 . (i) The executive power of the State shall be 
vested in the Governor and shall be exercised by 
him either directly or through officers subordinate 
to him in accordance with this Constitution. 

(2) Nothing in this article shall— 

(^2) be deemed to transfer to the Governor any 
functions conferred by any existing law 
on any other authority; or 

(b) prevent Parliament or ihe Legislature of the 
State from conferring by law functions on 
any authority subordinate to the Gov¬ 
ernor. 

155. The Governor of a State shall be appointed 
by the President by warrant under his hand and 
seal. 

156 . (i) The Governor shall hold office during the 
pleasure 01 the President. 

(2) The Governor may, by writing under his 
hand addressed to the President, resign his office. 

(3) Su^ect to the foregoing provisions of ffiis 
article, a Governor shall hold office ffir a term of 
five years from the date on which he enters upon 
his office: 

Provided that a Governor shall, notwithstanding 
file expiration of his term, continue to hold office 
until hi5 successor enters upon his office.

157 . No person shall be el^ble for appointment 
as Goyemor unless he is a citizen of India and has 
completed the age of thirty-five years.

160. The President may make such provision as 
he thinks fit for the discharge of the functions of 
tbe Governor of a State in any contingency not 
provided for in this Chapter. 

161 . The Governor pf a State shall have die 
power to grant pardons, reprieves, respites or remis¬ 
sions of punishment or to suspend, remit or com¬ 
mute the sentence of any person convicted of any 
offence against any law relating to a matter to which 
the executive power of the State extends. 

162 . Subject to the provisions of this Constitution, 
the executive power o{ a State si^ll extend to the 
matters with respect to which the Legislature of die 
State has power to make laws: 

Provided that in any matter with respect to 
which the Legislature of a State and Parliament 
have power to make laws, the executive power of 
the State shall be subject to, and limited by, die 
executive power expressly conferred by this Consti¬ 
tution or by any law made by Parliament upon the 
Union or authorities thereof.

163 . (jl There shall be a Council of Ministers 
with the Chief Minister at the head tp aid and 
advise the Governor in the exercise of his functions, 
except in so far as he is by or under this Constitu¬ 
tion required to exercise his functions or any of them 
in his discretion. 

(2) If any question arises whether any matter is 
or is not a matter as respects which the Governor 
is by or under this Constitution required to act in

(2) The Council of Ministers shall be collectively 
responsible to the Legislative Assembly of die State.

165 . (i) The Governor of each State shall appoint 
a person who is qualified to be appointed a Judge of 
a High Court to be Advocate-General for State. 

(2) It shall be the duty of the Advocate-General

in relation to members of that Legislature. 

195 . Members of the Legislative Assembly and 
the Legislative Council of a State shall be entitied to 
receive such salaries and allowances as may rr^^ 
time to time be determined by the L^slature of the 
State by law and, until provision in that respect is so 
made, salaries and allowances at such rates and upon 
such conditions as were immediately before the com¬ 
mencement of this Constitution applicable m *e 
case of members of the Legislative Assembly of the 
corresponding Province.

(2) Subject to tile provisions of articles 197 and 
198, a Bill shall not be deemed to have been passed 
by the Houses of the Legislature of a State having a

f-^) A Bill pending in ^he Legislature of a State 
shall not lapse by reason of the prorogation of the

(4) A Bill pending in tiie Le&slative Couacil of a 
State which has not been passed by the Legislative 
Assembly shall not lapse on a dissolution of the 
Assranbly. 

(5} A Bill which is pending in the Legislative 
Ass^bly of a State, or which having been passed by 
the Legislative A^embly is pending in the L^isla- 
five Coundl, shall lapse on a di^Iution of the 
Assembly. 

197 . (i) If aft» a Bill has been passed by the 
Legislative Assembly of a State having a Legislative 
Council and tran^nitted to tiie Legislative Council— 

(fl) the Bill is rejected by the Council; or 

(b) more than three months elapse frorri the 

date on which the Bill is laid before the 
.Council witiiout tiie Bill being passed by 
it; or 

(c) the Bill is passed by the Council with amend¬ 

ments ta which the Legislative Assembly 
does not agree, 

tiie Legislative Assembly may, subject to the rules 
regulating its procedure, pass the Bill again in the

(3) Nothing in this article shall apply to a Money

200. When a Bill has been passed by the Legisla¬

Distribution of Revenues between the Union and ike

268. (t) Such stamp duties and such duties of 
excise on medicinal and toilet preparations as are 
mentioned in the Union List shall be levied by the 
Government of India but shall be collected— 

(a) in the case where such duties are leviable 
withm any State roecified in Part C of 
the First Schedule, by the Government of 
India, and 
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(&) in other cases, by the States within which 
such duties are respectively leviable. 

(2) The proceeds in any financial year of any 
such duty leviable within any State shall not form 
part of the Consolidated Fund of India, but shall be 
assigned to that State.

that year, and shall be distribute among those States 
in accordance wiA such principles of distribution au 
may be formulated by Parliament by law. 
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270 . (i) Taxes on income other than agricultural 
income shall be levied and collected by the Govern¬ 
ment of India and distributed between the Union and 
the States in the manner provided in clause (2). 

(2) Such percentage, as may be prescribed, of 
the net proceeds in any financial year of any such tax,

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271 . Notwithstanding anylhing in articles 269 and 
270, Parliament may at any time increase any of the 
duties or taxes referred to in those articles by a sur¬ 
charge for purposes of the Union and the whole pro¬ 
ceeds of any such surcharge shall form part of the Con¬ 
solidated Fund of India. 

272 . Union duties of excise other than such duties 
of excise on medicinal and toilet preparations as are 
mentioned in the Union List shall be levied and collect¬

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Constitution in respect of the administra¬ 
tion of the tribal areas specified in Part A 
of Idle table appended to paragraph 20 of 
the Sixth Schedule: and 

{h) the costs of such schemes of development as 
may be undertaken by that State with the 
approval of the Government of India for 
the purpose of raising the level of adminis- 

. tration of the said areas to that of the 

administration of the rest of the areas of 
that State. 

(2) Until provision is made by Parliament under 
clause (r), the powers conferred on Parliament un^ 
that clause shall be exercisable by the President bj 
order and any order made by fee President under this 
clause shall have effect subject to any provision so 
made by Parliament: 

provided that after a Finance Commission has 
been constituted no order shall be made under this 
clause by the President except after considering the 
recommendations of the Finance Commission. 

276 . (i) Notwithstanding anyfeing in article 246, 
no law of the Le^slatiire of a State rdating to taxes 
for the benefit of the State or of a municipality, dis¬ 
trict board, local board or other local authority 
therein in respect of professions, trades, callings or

(2) The total amount payable in respect of any 
one person to the State or to any one municipal!^, 
di^ct board, local board or ofeer local aufeority 
in the State by way of taxes on professions, trades, 
cilings and employments shall not exceed two hun¬ 
dred and fifty rupees per annum; 

Provided that if in the financial ye^ immediate¬ 
ly preceding the commencement of this Constitution 
there was in force in fee case of any State or any 
such municipality, board or authori^ a tax on pro- 
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fessions, trades, callings or employments the rate, 
or the maxiimim rate, of which exceeded two. 
hundred and fiffy rupees per annum, such tax may 
continue to be levied until provision to the contrary 
is made by ParMament by law, and any law so made 
by Parliament may be made either generally or in 
relation to any specified States, municipalities, 
boards or authorities. 

(3) The power of the Legislature of a State* to 
make laws as a&resaid with respect to taxes on pro- 
felons, trades, callings and employments shall not be 
construed as liioiting m any way the power of Parlia¬ 
ment to make laws with respect to taxes on income 
accruing from or arising out of professions, trades, 
callings and employments. 

277 . Any taxes, duties, cesses or fees which, imme¬ 
diately before the commencement of fiiis Constitu¬ 
tion, were bring lawfully levied by the Goveroraent of 
any State or by any municipality or oflier local 
authority or body for tije purposes of the State munici¬ 
pality, district or other local area may, notwithstand- 
i^ that those taxes, duties, cesses or fees are men¬ 
tioned in the Union List, continue to be levied and to 
be applied to the same purposes until provision to 
the contrary is made by Parliament by law. 

278 . (i) Notwithstanding atiy thing in this Consti¬ 
tution, the Government of India may, subject to the 
provisions of clause (2), enter into an agreement 
witii the Government of a State specified in Part B 
of the First Schedule with respect to— 

(a) the levy and collection of any tax or duty 
leviable by the Government of India in 
such State and for the distribution of the 
proceeds thereof otherwise than in accori 
, ance mth the provisions of this Chapto; 

(h) the grant of any financial assistance by the 
Government of India to sudi State in 
consequence of tee loss of any revenue 
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which that State used fo derive from any 
tax or duty leviable under this Constitu- 
tion by the Government of In^a or from 
any o&er sources ; 


(c) the contribution by such State in respect of 
any payment made by die Government 
of India under clause (i) of article 291, 

and, when an agreement is so entered into, the pro- 
visiocs of this Chapter shall in relation to sudi 
State have effect subject to the terms of such agree¬ 
ment. 

(2) An agreement entered into under clause (i)' 
shall continue in force for a period not exceeding 
ten years from the commencement of this Consti¬ 
tution : 

Provided that the President may at any time 
after the expiration of five years rrom suc£ com¬ 
mencement .terminate or modify any such agree¬ 
ment if after consideration of the report of the 
Finance Commission he thinks it necessary to do so. 

279 . (i) In the forgoing provisions of this 
Chapter, "net proceeds" means in relation to any tax 
or duty the proceeds thereof reduced by the cost of 
collection, and for the purposes of • those provisions 
die net proceeds of any tax or duty, or of any part 
of any tax or duty, in or attributable to any area 
shall be ascertained and certified by the Comptroller 
and Auditof-General of India, whose certificate shall 
be final. 

'{2)' Subject as aforesaid,. and to any other ex- 

f ress provision of this Chapter, a law made by 
arliament or an order of the President may, in any 
case where under tiiis Part the proceeds of any duty 
or tax are, or may be, assigned to anv State, provide 
for the manner in which the proceeds are to be cal¬ 
culated, for the time from or at which and the manner 
in which any payments are to be made, for the making 
of adjustments one financial year and an¬ 

other, and for any ofiier incidental or ancillary 
matters.

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280. {i) The President shall, within two years from 
the commencement of this Constitution and there¬ 
after at fee expiration of every fifth year or at such 
earlier time as the President considers necessary, by 
order constitute a Finance Commission which shall 
consist of a Chairman and four ofeer. members to

(2) Parliament may by law determine the qualifi¬ 
cations which feall be requisite for appointment as 
members of the Commission and the manner in 
which they shall be selected.

cA sound finance. 

(4) The Commission shall determine their proce¬ 
dure and shat have such posvers in fee performance 
of their functions as Parliament may by law confer on 
them. 

281 . The President ^all cause every recommenda¬ 
tion made by fee Finance Commission under the 
provisions of this Constitution together with an ex¬ 
planatory memorandum as to fefe action taken 
thereon to be laid before each House of Parliament^ 
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Miscellaneous Financiai Provisions. 

282. The Union or a State may make any grants for 
any public purpose, notwithstanding that the pur¬ 
pose is not one with respect to which Parliament or 
the Legislature of the State, as the case may be, may 
make laws. 

283 . (i) The custody of the Consolidated Fund of 
India and the Contingency Fund of India, the pay¬ 
ment of moneys into such Funds, the wiidrawal of 
moneys therefrom, the, custody of public moneys 
other than those credited to such Funds received by 
or on behalf of the Government of India, their pay¬ 
ment into the public account of India and Ae with¬ 
drawal of moneys from such account and all o&er 
matters connected with or ancillary to matters afore¬ 
said shall be reg^ated by law made by Parliament, 
^d, until provision in £hat behalf is so made, shall 
be regulat^ by rules made by the President, 

(2) The custody of the Consolidated Fund of a 
State and the Contingency Fund of a State, the pay¬ 
ment of moneys into such Funds, fte withdrawal of 
moneys therefrom, the custody of public moneys 
other than those credited to su<m funds received by 
or on behalf of the Government of die State, their 
payment into the public account of the State and the 
wimdrawal of moneys from such accoimt and all 
other matters connected with or ancillary to matters 
aforesaid shall be regulated by law made by the 
Legislature of the State, and, until provision in that 
behalf is so made, shall be regulateo by rules made 
by the Governor or RajpramuEh of the State. 

284 . All moneys received by or deposited with— 

(«) any officer employed in connection with the 
affairs of the Uniorl or of a State in his 
capacity as such, ' other than revenues 
or public moneys rais^ or received by 
the Government of India or the Govem- 
ment of die State, as the case may be, or 
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(b) any court wifein the territory of India to the 
credit of any cause, matter, account or 
persons, 

shall be paid into the public account of India or the 
public account of the State, as die case may be. 

285 . (i) The properQ^ of die Union shall, save in so 
far as Parhament may by law odierwise provide, 
be exempt from all taxes imposed by a State or by 
any authority within a State. 

(2) No&ing in clause (l) shall, until Parliament 
by law otherwise provides, prevent any authority 
within a State from levying any tax on any 
property of the Union to which such property 
was irome^tely before the commencement of ftis 
Constitutioii liable or treated as liable, so long as tint 
tax continues to be levied in that State. 

286. (i) No law of a State shall inroose, or autho¬ 
rise the imposition of, a tax on the sale or purchase 
of goods where such sale or purchase takes place— 

(a) outside tiie State; or 

(b) in the course of the import of the goods into, 

or export of the goods out of, the territoiy 
of India. 

Explanation .—For the purposes of sub-clause (a), 
a sale or purchase shall be deemed to have taken 
place in me State in which the goods have actu^y 
been delivered as a direct result of such sale or pur¬ 
chase for the purpose of consumption in tiiat State, 
notwithstanding the fact tiiat under the general law 
rdating to sale of goods tiie property in the goods has 
by reason of such sale or purchase passed in another 
State. 

(2) Except in so fax as Parliament, may by law 
ottierwise provide, no law of a State shall impose, or 
authorise the imposition of, a tax on tiie sale or pur¬ 
chase of any goods where such sale or purchase 
takes place in the course of inter-Sfate trade or 
oozDffl«ce: 
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Provided that the President may by order direct 
^at any tax on the sale or purchase of goods which 
was being lawfully levied by the Government of any 
State immediately before the commencement of 
ft is Constitution shall,* notwithstanding that the 
imposition of such tax is contnuy to fte provisions 
of this clause, continue to be levied until the thirQ'- 
first day of March, 1951. 

(3) No law made by the Legislature of a State 
imposing, or authorising the imposition of, a t»x on 
fte sale or purchase of any such goods as have been 
declared by Parliament by law to be essential for the 
life of the community shall have effect unless it has 
been reserved for the consideration of the President 
and has received his assent. 

287 . Save in so far as Parliament may by law other- ^ompuoo 
wise provide, no law of a State shall impose, or 
authorise the inmosition of, a tax on the consump- 
tion or sale of electricity (whether produced by a 
Government or other persons) which is— 

(a) consumed by fte Government of India, or 

sold to fte Government of India for con¬ 
sumption by that Government; or 

(b) consumed in the construction, maintenance 

or operation of any railway by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India or a rmlway company 
operating that railway, or sold to that 
Uovemment or any such railway com¬ 
pany. for consumption in the construc¬ 
tion, maintenance or operation of any 
railway, 

and any such law imposing, or authorising fte im¬ 
position of, a tax on the sale of electndty shall 
secure that fte price of dectricity sold to fte Gov- 
«nment of Infta for consumption by ftat Govern¬ 
ment. or to any such railway company as aforesaid 
for consumption in fte construction, maintenance 
or operation of any railway, shall be less by fte 
amount of the tax ftan the price charged to other 
Gonsumm of a substantial quantity of electricity. 
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288. (1) Save in SO far as the President may by 
order otherwise provide, no law of a State in force 
immediately before the commencement of this Con¬ 
stitution diaJl impose, or authorise the imposition of, 
a tax in respect of any water or electria^ stored, 
generated, consumed, distributed or sold • by any 
authority established by any existing law or any law 
made by Parliament for regulating or developing any 
inter-State river or river-valley. 

Explanation .—The expression “law of a State in 
force’' in this clause shall include a law of a State 

S ised or made before the commencement of this 
nstitution and not previously repealed notwidi- 
standing that it or parts of it may i^ot be then in 
operation eidier at all or in particular areas. 

(2) The Legislature of a State may by law im¬ 
pose, or authonse the imposition of, any such tax as 
is mentioned in clause (r), but no such law shall 
have any effect unless it has, after having been 
reserved for the consideration of the Presi^Mt, re¬ 
ceived his assent; and if any such law provides for 
the fixation of the rates and other incidents of such 
tax by means of rules or orders to be made und» 
the law by any authority, the law shall provide for 
the previous consent of the President bemg obtained 
to the making of any such rule or order. 

289 . (r) The property and income of a State shall 
be exempt from Union taxation. 

(2) Nothing in clause (i) shall prevent the Unbn 
from imposing, or authorising the imposition of, any 
tax to such extent if any, as Parliament may by law 
provide in respect of a trade or business of any kind 
carried on by, or on b^alf of, the Government of a 
State, or any operations connected therewith, or any 
prcmerty used or occupied for the purposes of such 
trade or business, or any income accruing or arising 
in connection therewith. 

(3) Nothing in clause (2) shall apply to any trade 
or business, or to any class of trade or business, 
which Parliament may by law declare to be inci¬ 
dental to the ordinary functions of government. 
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290 . Where under the provisions of this Constitu¬ 
tion the expenses of any court or Commission, or 
the pension payable to or in respect of a person who 
has served before the commencement of this Consti¬ 
tution under the Crown in India or after such com¬ 
mencement in connection wth the affairs of ie 
Union or of a State, are charged on the Consolidat¬ 
ed Fund of India or the Consolidated Fund** of a 
State, then, if— 

(a) in tiie case of a charge on the Consolidated 

Fund of India, the court or Commission 
serves any of the separate needs of a 
State, or tile person has served wholly or 
in part in connection with the affairs of 
a State; or 

(b) in the case of a chaise on the Consolidated 

Fund of a State, the court or Commission 
serves any of the separate needs of the 
Union or another State, or the person has 
sensed wholly or in part in connection 
with the affairs of the Union or another 
State, 

there shall be charged on and paid out of the Conso¬ 
lidated Fund of the State pi*, as the case may be, the 
Consolidated Fund of India or the Consoli^ted 
Fund of the other State, such contribution in respect 
of tile expenses or pension as may be agreed, or as 
may in default of agreement be determined by an 
arbitrator to be appointed by the Chief Justice of 
India. ^ 

291 . (i) Where under any covenant or agreement 
entered into by the Ruler of any Indian State before 
the commencement of this Constitution, the payment 
of any sums, free of tax, has been guaranteed or 
assured by the Government of the Dominion of India 
to any Ruler of such State as privy purse— 

(a) such sums shall be charged on, and paid 
out of, the Consolidated Fund of India; 
and 
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(b) the sums so paid to any Ruler shall be 
exempt from all taxes on income, 

(2) Where ttie territories of any such Indian State 
as aforesaid are comprised within a State specified in 
Part A or Part B of the First Schedule, there shall be 
charged on, and paid out of, the Consolidated Fund 
of tha^ State such contribution, if any, in respect of 
the payments made by tiie Government of India 
- under clause (i) and for such period as may, subject 
to any ^reement entered into in tiiat behalf 
under clause {i) of article 278, be determined by order 
of the President. 

Chapter II.—Borrowing. 

292 . The executive power of the Union extends to 
borrowing upon the security of the Consolidated 
Fund of India within such limits, if any, as may from 
time to lime be fixed by Parliament by law and to 
the giving of guarantees within such limits, if any, as 
may be so fixed. 

293 . (r) Subject to the provisions of this article, 
the executive power of a State extends to borrowir^ 
within the territory of India upon the security of • 
the Consolidated Fund of the State within such 
limits, if any, as may from' time to time be fixed by 
the Legislature of such State by law and to the giving 
of guarantees wifliin such limits, if any, as may be 
so ^ed. 

{2) The Government pf India may, subject to 
such conditions as may be laid down by or under 
any law made by Parliament make loans to .any 
State or, so long as any limits fixed under article 
292 are not exceeded, give guarantees in respect of 
loans raised by any State, and any sums required 
for the purpose of making such loans shall be d^ged 
on the Consolidated Fund of India. 

(3) A State may not without the consent of tiie 
Government of India raise any loan if there is still 
outstandii^ any part of a loan which has been 
made to the State by the Government of India or 
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by its predecessor Governraeot, or in respect of which 
a guarantee has been given by the Government of 
India or by its predecessor Government. 

(4) A consent under clause (3) may be granted 
subject to such conditions, if any, as the Government 
of India may think fit to impose. 

Chapter III.— Property. Contracts, Rights, 
LiABiLniES, Obligations and Suits 

294 . As from the commencement of this Constitu¬ 
tion— 

(a) all property and assets which immediately 

before such commencement were ve^d 
in His Majesty for the purposes of tht 
Government of the Dominion of India and 
all property and assets which immediately 
before such commencement were vested in 
His Majesty for the purposes of die Gov- 
eniment of each Governor's Province 
shall vest respectively in the Union and 
the corresponding State, and 

(b) all rights, liabilities and obligations of the 

Government of the Dominion of Inia and 
of the Govenimeiit of each Governors 
Province, whether arising out of any 
contract or otherwise, shall be the rights, 
liabilities and obligations respectively of 
the Government of India and the Govern¬ 
ment of each^corresponding State, 

subject to any adjustment made or to be made by 
reason of the creation before the commencement of 
this Constitution of tiie Dominion of Pakistan or of 
the Provinces of West Bengal, East Bengal, West 
pirn jab and East Punjab. 

295 . (i) As from tiie commencement of tiiis 
Constitution— 

(a) all property and assets which immediately 
before such commencement were vested in 
any Indian State correspondi^ to a State 
specified in Part B of First Sdiedyje 
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shall vest in the Union, if the purposes for 
which such property and assets were held 
immediately b^ore such commencement 
will diereafter be purposes of the Union 
relating to any of the matters enumerated 
in the Union List, and 

(b) all ri^ts, liabilities and obligations of the 
Government of any Indian State corres¬ 
ponding to a State specified in Part B of 
the First Schedule, whettier arising out of 
any contract or otherwise, ^all be the 
lights, liabilities and obligations of the 
Govcmm^t of India, if the purposes for 
which such rights were acquired or liabi¬ 
lities or obligations were incurred before 
such commencement will thereafter be 
purposes of the Government of India 
relatii^ to any of the matters enumerated 
in the Union List. 

subject to any agreement entered into in that behalf 
by the Government of India with the Government of 
that State. 

(2) Subject as aforesaid, the Government of each 
State specified in Part B of the First Schedule shall, 
as from the commencement of this Constitution, be 
a the successor of Ihe Govenmient of the corresponding 
Indian State as r^ards all property and assets and 
all rights, liabilities and obligations, whether arising 
out of any contract or otherwise, other than those 
referred to in clause (i). 

fSSS? Subject as hereinafter provided, any property 

in ihe territory of India which, if this Constitution

va«Srti4. His Majes^ or, as the case may be, to the Ruler of 

ah Indian State by escheat or lapse, or as bona 
vacantia for want of a rightful owner, shall, if it is 
property situate in a State, vest in suc^ State, and 
shall in any ofter case, vest an the Union: 

Provided that any property which at the date 
when it would have so accrued to His Majesty or to 
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the Ruler of an Indian State was ui the possession or 
under the control of the Government of India or tiie 
Government of a State shall, according as the pur¬ 
poses for which it was then used or held were pur¬ 
poses of the Union or of a State, vest in the Union or 
in that State. 

Explanation .—In this article, the expressions 
“Ruler” and “Indian State“ have the same meanings 
as in article 363. 

297 . All lands, minerals and other thii^s of value 
underlying the ocean within the territory waters of 
India shall vest in the Union and be held for die pur¬ 
poses of the Union. • 


298 . (i) The executive power of the Union and of 
each State shall extend, subject to any law made 
by the appropriate Legislature, to the grant, 
sie, disposition or roofage of any property held for 
the purposes of the Union or of su^ State, as the case 
may be, and to the purchase or acquisition of pro¬ 
perty for those purposes respectively, and to the 
making of contracts. 

(2) All properiy acquired for the purposes of the 
Union or of a State shall vest in die Union or in such 
State, as the case may be. 

299 . (i) All contracts made in the exercise of the 
executive power of the Union or of a State shall be 
expressed to be made by the President, or by the 
Governor or die Rajpramukh of the State, as the case 
may be, and all such contracts and all assurances of 
proper^ made in the exercise of that power shall be 
executed on behalf of the President or the Governor, or 

. the Rajpramukh by such persons and in such manner 
as he may direct or authorise. 

(2) Neither the President nor the Governor nor 
the' Rajpraraukh shall be personally liable in respect 
of any contract or assurance made or executed for 
die purposes 6 i this Constitution, or for the purposes 
of any enactment relating to the government of India 
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heretofore in force, nor shall any person making or 
executing any such contract or assurance on behalf of 
any of &em be personally liable in respect thereof. 

300 . (i) The Government of India may sue or be 
sued by the name of the tJnion of India and the 
Government of a State may sue or be sued by the 
name of the State and may, subiwt to any provisions 
which may be made by Act of Parliament or of the 
Legislature of such State enacted by virtue of powers 
conferred by this Constitution, sue or be sued in 
rdatiou to &eir respective afiairs in the like cases as 
the Dominion of India and the corresponding Provin¬ 
ces or the corresponding Indian States might have 
sued or been su^ if this Constitution had not been 
enacted. 

(2) If at the commencement of this Constitution— 
{a) any leg^ proceedings are pending to which 
the Dominion of India is a party, the 
Union of In& shall be deemed to 6e sub¬ 
stituted for ^e Dominion in those pro¬ 
ceedings; and 

(6) any legal proceeding are pending to which 
a Province or an Indian State is a par^, 
die corresponding State shall be deemed to 
be substituted for the Province or the Indian 
State in those proceedings.

TRADE. COMMERCE AND INTERCOURSE 
WITHIN THE TERRITORY OF INDIA 

301 . Subject to the other provisions of this Part, 
trade, commerce and intercourse throughout the 
territory of India shall be free. 

302 . Parliament may by law impose such restric¬ 
tions on the freedom of trade, commerce or inter¬ 
course between one State and another or wi^in any 
part of the territory of India as may be required in the 
public interest. 

303 . (i) Notwithstanding anything in article 302, 
neidjer Parliament nor the Lepslature of a State shall 
have power to make any law giving, or authorising the 
giving of, any preference to one State over anodier, or 
making, or authorising the making of, any (hscrlxoina- 
tion between one State and another, by virtue of any 
entry relating to trade and commerce in any of the Lists 
in the Seventh Schedule, 

. (2)' Nothing in clause {i) shall wevent Parliament 

from making any law giving, or au&iorising the giving 
of, any preference or making, or authorising the making 
of, any discrimination if it is declared by such law that 
it is necessary to do so for Ae purpose of deding with 
a situation arising from scarcity of goods in any part 
of the territory of India. 

304 . Notwithstanding anytiiing* in article 301 or 
article 303, the Legislature of a State may by law— 

(а) impose on goods imported from other Stat« 

any tax to which similar goods manufao- 
tured or .produced in that State are sub¬ 
ject, so, however, as not to discriminate 
between goods so imported and goods so 
manufactured or produced; and 

(б) impose such reasonable restrictions on the 

freedom of trade, commerce or inter¬ 
course with or within friat State as may be 
required in the public interest: . 
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Provided that no Bill or amendment for the pur¬ 
poses of clause (bj shall be introduced or moved in 
die Legislature or a State without the previous 
sanction of the President. 

305 . Nothing in articles 30X and 303 shall affect the 

f rovisions of any existii^ kw except in so far as the 
resideat may by order otherwise provide. 

306 . Notwithstanding anything in the foregoing 
provisions of ffiis Part or in any other provisions of 
this Constitution, any State spedfied in Part B of the 
First Schedule which before the commencement of 
this Constitution was levying any tax or duty on 
the import of goods into the State from other^ States 
or on the export of goods from the State to other 
States may, if 911 agreement in that behalf has been 
ent^ed into between the Government of India and 
the Government of that State, continue to levy and 
colled such tax or duty subject to the terms of 
sudi agreement and for such period not exceeding 
ten years from the commencement of this Constitu¬ 
tion as may be spedhed in the agreement; 

Provided that the President may at any time after 
the expiration of five years from such commencement “ 
terminate or modify any such agreement if, after 
consideration of the report of the Finance Com¬ 
mission constituted under article 280, he thinks it 
necessary to do so. 

307 . Parliament may by law appoint such autho¬ 
rity as it considers appropriate for cairying out the 
purposes of articles 301, 30a, 303 and 304, and confer 
on the authority so appomt^ such powers and such 
duties as it ^inks necessary.

Chapter I.—Services 


308 . In, this Part, unless the context otherwise re¬ 
quires, the expression “State'" means a State speci¬ 
fied in Part A or Part B of die First Schedule. 

309 . SubjKt to the provision of this Constitution, 
Acts of the'appropriate Legislature may regulate the 
recruitment, and conditions of service of persons 
appointed, to public services and posts in connec¬ 
tion with the affairs of the Union or of any State: 

Provided that it shall be comp^ent for the Pre¬ 
sident or such person as he may direct in die case of 
services and posts in connection with the affairs of 
' the Union, and for the Governor or Rajpraroukh of 
a State or such person as he may direct in the case 
of services and posts in connection with die aff^ 
of the State, to make rules regulating the recruit¬ 
ment, and the conditions of service of persons ap- 
poin^d, to such services and posts until provision m 
that behalf is made by cjr under an Act or die appro¬ 
priate Legislature unSer this article, and any rules so 
made sh^l have effect subject to the provisions of any 
such Act. 

310 . (i) Except as expressly provided by this 
Constitution, every person who is a member of a 
d^ence service or of a dvil service of the Union or 
of an all-In dia service or holds any post connected 
with defence or any dvil post under the Union 
holds office during the pleasure pf the President, and 
every person who is a member of a dvil service of 
a State or holds any civil post under' a State holds 
office during the pleasure of the Governor or, as the 
case may be, the Rajpramukh of the State. 

(2) Notwithstanding that a person* holding a civil 
post under the Union or a State holds office durit^ 
the pleasure of the ITesident or, as the case may be, 
of the Governor or Rajpramukh of the State, any

148 THE CONSTITt/TION OF INDIA 

PaH XIV.—Services under the Union and the 
States. — Arts. 310-311. 

<:ontract under which a person, not being a member 
of a defence service or of an all-India service or of a 
civil service of the Union or a State, is appointed under 
this Constitution to hold such a post may, if the 
President or the Governor or the Rajpramukh, as 
case may be, deems it necessary in order to secure the 
services of a person ' having special qualifications, 
provide for fte payment to him of compensation, if 
before the expiration of an agreed period that post is 
abolished or he for reasons not connected with ^y 
rnfsconduct on his part, required to vacate that post, 

311 . (i) No person who is a member of a civil 
service of the Union or an all-India service or a dvil 
service of a State or holds a dvil post under the 
Union or a State shall be dismissed or removed by 
an. authority subordinate to that by which he was 
appointed. 

(2) So such person as aforesaid shall be dis¬ 
missed or removed or reduced in rank until he has 
been given a reasonable opportunity of showing 
cause against the action proposed to be taken in 
regard to him: 

Provided that this dause Shall not apply— 

(a) where a person is dismissed or removed or 

reduced in rank on the ground of con¬ 
duct which has led to his conviction on 
a crimmal charge; 

(b) where an authority empowered to dismiss 

or remove a person or to reduce him in 
rank is satisfied that for some reason, to 
be recorded by that authority in writing, 
it is not reasonably practicable to give to '' 
tiiat person an opportunity of showing 
cause; or 

(c) where the President or Governor or Rajpra¬ 

mukh, as the case may be, is satisfied 
that in the interest of the security of the 
State it is not expedient to give to tiiat 
person such an opportunity. 
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(3) If any question arises whether it is reasonably 
practicable to give to any person an opportunify of 
showing cause under clause (2), &e decision ^lereon 
of the authority empowered to dismiss or remove 
such person or to reduce him in rank, as die case 
may be, shah be final. 

312 . (i) Notwithstanding anything in Part XI, if 
the Council of States has declared by resolution 
supported by not less than two'thiixis of the mem¬ 
bers present and voting that it is necessary or expe¬ 
dient in the national interest so to do. Parliament 
may by law provide for the creation of one or more 
all-India services common to the Union and the 
States, and, subject to the other provisions of tixis 
Chapter, regulate the recruitment, and the conditions 
of service of persons appointed, to any such service. 

{2) The services known .at the commencement of 
this Constitution as the Iniiian Administrative Ser¬ 
vice and the Indian Police Service shall be deemed 
to be services created by Parliament under this 
article. 

313 . Until other provision is made in this b^^f 
under this Constitution, all the laws in force imm^ 
diately before the commencement of this Constitu¬ 
tion and applicable to any public service or any post 
which continues to exist after the commencement of 
this Constitution, as an all-India service or as service 
or post under the Union or a State shall continue in 
force so far as consistent with the provisions of this 
Constitution. 

314 . Except as otherwise expressly provided by 
this Constitution, every person who having been 
appointed by &e Secretary of State or Secretary of 
State in Councd to a civil service of tiie Crown in 
India continues on and after the commencement of 
this Constitution to serve under tiie Government of 
India or of a State shall be entitled to receive from 
the Government of India and the Government of 
the State, which he is from time to time serving, the 
same conditions of service as respects remuneration. 
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leave and pension, and the same rights as respects 
disciplinaiy matters or rights as similar thereto as 
changed circumstances may permit as that person 
was entitled to immediately before such commence¬ 
ment. 

Chapter XL—Public Service Commissjoks 

315 . (i) Subject to the provisions of this article, 
there be a Public Service Commission for the 
Union and a Public ^vice Coinmissjon for each 
State. 

(2) Two or more States may agree ftat diere shall 
be one Public Service Commission for ftat group of 
States, and if a resolution to that effect is passed by 
the House or, where there are two Houses, by each 
House of the Legislature of each of those States, 
Parliament may by law provide for the appointment 
of a Joint State Public Service Commission {referred 
to in this Chapter as Joint Commission) to serve the 
needs of those States. 

(3) Any such law as aforesaid may contain such 
incidental and consequential provisions as may be 
necessary or desirable for giving effect to the pur¬ 
poses pf the law. 

(4) The Public Service Commission for the Union, 
if requested so to do by the Governor or Raipxa- 
mukh of a State, may, with the approval or ie 
President, agree to serve all or any of the needs of 
toe State. 

(5) Pefereuces in this Constitution to the Union 
Public Service Commission or a State Public Service 
Commission shall, unless the context otherwise re¬ 
quires, be construed as references to toe Commission 
serving the needs of toe Union or, as toe case may 
be, the State as respects the partcular matter in 
question. 

316 . (i) The Chairman and other members of a 
Public Service Commission shall be appointed, in the 
case of the Union Commission or a Joint Commis¬ 
sion, by the President, and in the case of a State 
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Commission, by the Governor or Rajprajnukh of the 
State: 

Provided that as nearly as may be one-half of 
the members of every Public Service Commission shaJI 
be persons who at the dates of their respective 
appointments have held office for at least ten years 
either under the Government of India or under ie 
Government of a State, and in computing the said 
period of ten 3^ars any period before the commence¬ 
ment of this Constitution during which a person has 
held office under the Crown in India or under die 
Government of an Indian State shall be included. 

(2) A member of a Public Service Commission 
shall fiold office for a term of six years from ffie date 
on which he enters upon his office or until he attains, 
in the case .of the Union Commission, the age of 
sixty-five years, and in the case of a State Commis¬ 
sion or a Joint Commission, the age of sixty years, 
whichever is earlier: 

Provided ffiat— 

(a) a member of a Public Service Commission 

may by writing under his hand address¬ 
ed, in the case of the Union. Commission 
or a Joint Commission, to the President, 
and in the case of a State Commission, 
to tlie Governor or Rajpramukh of the 
State, resign his office; 

(b) a member of a Public Service Commission 

may be removed from his office in the 
manner provided in clause (i) or clause 
(3) of article 317. 

(3) A person who holds office as a member of a 
Public Service Commission shall, on the expiration 
of his term of office, be ineligible for re-appointment 
to that office. 

317. (r) Subject to the provisions of clause {3), 
the Chairman or any other member of a Public Service 
Commission shall only be removed from his office 
by order of the Ihesident on the ground of mis¬ 
behaviour after the Supreme Court, on reference 
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being made to it by the President, has, on inquiry 
held in accordance with the procedure prescribe in 
that behalf under article 145, reported that the Chair¬ 
man or such other member, as the case may be, ought 
on any such ground to be removed. 

(2) The President, in the case of the Union Com¬ 
mission or a Joint Commission, and the Governor 
or Rajpramukh, in the case of a State Commission, 
may suspend from office the Chairman or any ottier 
member of the Commission in respect of whom a 
reference has been made to the Supreme Court under 
clause (i) until the President has passed orders on 
receipt of the report of die Supreme Court on such 
reference. 

(3I Notwithstanding anyffiing in clause (x), the 
President may by order remove from office the Chair¬ 
man or any other member of a Public Service Com- 
mission if the Chairman or such other member, as tiie 
case may be,— 

(a) is adjucfeed an insolvent; or 

(b) engages during his teim of office in any paid 

employment outside the duties of his 
office; or 

(c) is, in the oppion of the President, unfit to 

continue in office by reason ' of inffimitv 
of mind or body. 


n. P Chaiiraan or any other member of a * 
Public bemce Commission is or becomes in any wav 
concerned or interested in any contract or agreement 
made by or on behalf of the Government of India or 
ffie Governm^t of a State or participates in any way 
m ffie profit thereof or m any benefit or emolument 
arising ther^m otherwise than as a member and in 
common wtb the other members of an incorporated 
wmpany, he shall, for the purposes of clause (i) be 

deemed to be guilty of misb^aviour 
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318 . In the case of fiie Union Commission or a 
Joint Commisaon, the President and, in the case of 
a State Commission, the Governor or Rajprannakh of 
the State may by regulations— 

(a) determine the number of members of the 

Commission and their conditions of ser¬ 
vice; and 

(b) make provision with respect to the number 

of members of the staff of the Commis¬ 
sion and their conditions of service: 

Provided that die conditions of service of a 
member of a Public Service Commission shall not 
be varied to his disadvantage after his appointment. 

319 . On ceasing to hold office— 

(a) the Chairman of the Union Public Service 

Commission shall be ineligible for further 
employment either under die Govern¬ 
ment of Tn<tia pi* under the Government 
of a State; 

(b) the Chairman of a State Public Service Com¬ 

mission shall be eligible for appointment 
as the Chairman or any other .member 
of the Union Public Service Commission 
or as the Chairman of any other State 
Public Service Commision, but not for 
any other emplwrment either under the 
Government of India or under the Gov¬ 
ernment of a State; 

(c) a member other than the Chairman of the 

•• Union Public Service Commission shall 

be eligible for appointment as the Chair¬ 
man of the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission or as die Chairman of a State 
Public Service Commission, but not for 
any odier employrnent either under the 
Goveroment of India or under the Govern¬ 
ment of a State; 

(d) a member other than the Chairman of a 

State Public Service Commission shad be 
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eligible for appointment as the Chairman 
or any other member of the Union Public 
Service Commission or as the Chairman 
of that or any other State Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission, but not for any other 
employment either xmder the Govern¬ 
ment of India or under the Government 
of a State. 

320. (1) It shall be the duty of the Union and the . 
.State Public Service Commissions to conduct exa¬ 
minations for appointments to die services of 
Union and the services of the State respectively. 

{2) It shall also be the duty of the Union Public 
Service Commission, if requested by any two or more 
States so to do, to assist tnose States in framing and 
operating schemes of joint recruitment for any ser¬ 
vices for which candidates possessing special quali¬ 
fications are required, 

(3) The Union Public Service Commission or the 
State Public Service Commission, as the case may 
be, shall be consulted— 

(a) on all matters relating to methods of recruit¬ 

ment to dvil services and for civil posts; 

(b) on the principles to be . followed in making 

appointmenls to civil services and posts 
and in making promotions and transfers 
from one service to anodier and on the 
suitability of candidates for sudi appoint- 
raents, promotions or transfers; 

(c) on all disciplinary matters affecting a person 

serving under the Goveinment of India * 
or &e Government of a State in a dvil 
capacity, including memorials or peti¬ 
tions relating to such matters; 

(d) on any daim by or in respect of a person 

who is serving or has served under the 
Government of India or the Govermnent 
of a State or under the Crown in India 
or under the Gcjvemment of an Indian 
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State, in a civil capacity, that any costs 
incurred by him in defending legal pro¬ 
ceedings instituted against him in respect 
of acts done or purporting to be done in 
die execution of his duty should be paid 
out of the Consolidated Fund of India, 
or, as the case may be, out of the Consoli¬ 
dated Fund of the State; 

(e) on any claim for the award of a pension in 
respect of injuries sustained by a person 
while serving under the Government of 
India or the Government of a State or 
under the Crown in India or under the 
Government of an Indian State, in a civil 
capacity, and any question as to the 
amount of any such award, 

and it shall be the duty of a Public Service Commis¬ 
sion to advise on any matter so referred to them and 
on any other matter which the President, or, as the 
case may be, the Governor or Rajpramukh of the 
State, may refer to them: 

Provided that the President as respects the all- 
In^ia services arrd also as respects other services and 
posts in connection with the afiairs of the Union, and 
the Governor or Rajpramukh, as the case may be, 
as respects other services and posts in connection 
wife me affairs of a State, may make regulations 
specifying the matters in which either generally, or 
in any particular class of case or in any particular 
circumstances, it shall not be necessary for a Public 
Service Commission to be consulted. 

(4) Nothing in clause (3) shall require a Public 
Service Commission to be consulted as respects the 
manner in which any provision referred to in clause 
(4) of article 16 may be made or as respects the 
manner in which effect may be given to the provi¬ 
sions of article 335.. 

(5) All regulations made under the proviso to 
clause {3) by the President or the Governor or 
Rajpramukh of a State shall be laid for not less than 
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fourteen days before each House of Parliament or 
the House or each House of the Legislature of the 
State, as the case may be, as soon as possible after 
they are made, and shall be subject fo such modifica¬ 
tions, whether by way of repeal or amendment, as 
both Houses of Parliament or the House or both 
Houses of the L^slature of the State may make 
during the session in which th^ are so laid. 

321 . An Act made by Parliament or, as the case 
may be, the Legislature of a State may provide for 
ie exercise of additional functions 6y the Union 
Public Service Commission or the State Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission as respects the services of the Union 
or the State and also a^ respects the services of any 
local authority or other body corporate constituted by 
law or of any public institution. 

322 . The exposes of the Union or a State Public 
Service Commission, including any salaries, allow¬ 
ances and pensions payable to or in respect of the 
members or staff of the Commission, sb^ be charg¬ 
ed on the Consolidated Fund of India or, as the case 
may be, the Consolidated Fund of the State. 

323. (i) It shall be the duty of the Union Commis¬ 
sion to prkent annually to the President a report as 
to the work done by the Commission and on receipt 
of such report the President shall cause a copy there¬ 
of together witii a memorandum explaining, as res¬ 
pects the cases, if any, where the advice of the Com¬ 
mission was not acc^ted, the reasons for such non- 
acceptance to be laid before each House of Parlia¬ 
ment. 

(2) It shall be the duty of a State Commission to 
present annually to the Governor or Rajpramuli of 
the State a report as to the work done by the Com¬ 
mission, and it shall be the duty of a Joint Commis¬ 
sion to present annually to the Governor or Rajpra- 
mukh ol each of the States the needs of which are 
served by the Joint Commission a report as to the 
work done by the Commission in relation to that 
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State, and in either case the Governor or Rajpra- 
mukh, as the case may be, shall, on receipt ot such 
report, cause a copy Aereof together witti a memo¬ 
randum explaining, as respects the cases, if any, 
where the advice of the Commission was not accept¬ 
ed, the reasons for such non-acceptance Id be laid 
before the Legislature of the State. 


lISQUoflAw 
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PART XV 
ELECTIONS 

324 . (i) The superintendence, direction and con¬ 
trol of the preparation of the electoral rolls for, and 
the conduct of, all elections to Parliament and to the 
Legislature of every State and of elections to the 
offices of President and Vice-President held under 
this Constitution, including the appointment of elec¬ 
tion tribunals for the decision of doubts and disputes 
arising out of or in connection with elections to Par¬ 
liament and to the Legislatures of States shall be 
vested in a Commission (referred to in this Constitu¬ 
tion as the Election Commission). 

(2) The Election Commission shall consist of the 
Chief Election Commissioner and such number of 
offier Election Commissioners, if any, as the Presi¬ 
dent may from time to time fix and appointment 
iyt the uiief Election Commissioner and other Elec¬ 
tion Commissioners shall, subject to the provisions 
of any law made in that behalf by Parliament, be 
made by the President. 

(3) When any other Election Commissioner is so 
appointed the Cfiief Election Commissioner shall act 
as the Chainnan of the Election Commission. . 

(4) Before each general election to the Houge of 
the People and to the Legislative Assembly of each 
State, and before the first general election and there¬ 
after before each biennial election to the Legislative 
Coimcdl of each State having such Council, the Presi¬ 
dent may also appoint after consultation with the 

. Election Commission such Regional Commissioners 
as he may consider necessary to assist the Election 
Commission jn &e performance of tiie functions con¬ 
ferred on the Commission by clause (i). 

(5) Subject to the provisions of any law made by 
Parliament, the conditions of service and tenure of 
office of the Election Commissioners and the Regional 
Commissioners shall be such as the President may 
by rule determine: 

Provided that the Chief Election Commissjone* 
shall not,be removed from his office eeccept in like 
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I nianuer and on the liiJfe grounds as a Judg:e of the 
Supreme Court and the conditions of service of tiie 
Chief Election Commissioner shall not be varied to 
his disadvantage after his appointment: 

Provided further that any other Election Com¬ 
missioner or a Rwonal Commissioner shall . not be 
/ removed from office except on the recommendation 
of the Chief Election Commissioner. 

• (6) The President or the Governor or Rajpramukh 

of a State, shall, when so requested by the Election 
Commission, make available to the Election Com- 
t mission or to a Regional Commissioner such staff as 
may be necessary for the discharge of the functions 
conferred on the Election Commission by clause (i). 

325 . There shall be one general electoral roll for 
every territorial constituency for election to either 
House of Parliament or to the House or either House 
of the Legislature of a State and no person shall be 
I ineligible for inclusion in any such roll or dajfn to 
be included in any special electoral roll for any such 
constituency on grounds only of religion, race, caste, 
sex or any of them. 


326 . The elections to the House of the People and 
to the Legislative Assembly of every State shall be 
^ on the basis of adult suffrage; that is to say, every 
person who is a citizen of India and who is not less 
Sian twenty-one years of age on such date as may 
be fixed in that behalf by or under any law made by 
tile appropriate Legislature and is not otherwise dis- 

S ualified under this Constitution or any law made by ^ 
le appropriate Legislature* on the ground of non- 
j residence, unsoundness of mind, crime or corrupt or 
illegal practice, shall be entitled to be registered as a 
vofc at any such election, 

V 327 . Subject to the provisions of this Constitution, 
Pariiament may from time to time by law make pro¬ 
vision with respect to alj matters relating to, or, in 
connection with, elections to either House of Parlia- 
^pcnt or to the House or either House of the L^s- 
lature of a State including the preparation of electoral 
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rolis, the delimitation of consituencies and all other ' 
matters necessary for securing the due constitution 
of such House or Houses. 
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328 . Subject to the provisions of this Constitution 
and in so far as provision in that behalf is not made 
by Parliament, the Legislature of a State may fiom 
time to time by law mSce provision with resp^ to 
all matters relating to, or in connection with, the ' 
elections to the House or either House of the L^sla-. 
ture of the State including the preparation of el^o-* 
raJ Tolls and all other matters necessary for securing 
the due constitution of such House or Houses. 

329 . Notwithstanding anything in tliis Constitu¬ 
tion— -] 

(n) the validity of any law relating to the delimi¬ 
tation of coDsfituencies or the allotment 
of seats to such constituencies, made or 
purporting to be made under artide 327 
^ or artide 328, shall not be called in ques- ' 
tion in any court; 

(b) no election to either House of Parliament or 
to file House or either House of the L^is- 
lature of a State shall be called in question 
except by an election petition presented 
to such authority and in such maimer as 
may be provided for by or under any law 
made by the appropriate Legislature. J 
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Chapter L—Language of the Union 
CERTAIN CLASSES 

330 . (i) Seats shall be reserved in the House of 
, the People for— 

(tf) the Scheduled Castes; 

(b) the S^eduled Tribes except the Scheduled 

Tribes in the tnljal areas of Assam; and 

(c) the Scheduled Tribes in the autonomous 

• districts of Assam. 

(2) The number of seats reserved in any State for 
the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes under 
clause (i) shall bear, as nearly as may be, the same 
proportion to the total number of seats allotted to 
that State in the House of the People as the popula¬ 
tion of the Scheduled Castes in the State or of die 

• Scheduled Tribes in the State or part of die State, as 
the case may be, in respect of which seats are so 
reserved, bears to the total population of the State. 

331 '. Notwithstanding anything in article St, the 
President may, if he is of opinion that the Anglo- 
Indian conunurdty is not adequately represented in 
the House of the People, nominate not more d\an 
two members of that community to the House of 
5 to People. 

532. (i) Seats shall be reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, except the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes in the tribal areas of Assam, in the 
Legislative Assembly of every State specified in 
Part A or Part B of the First Schedule. 

(2) Seats shall be reserved also for the aut(^no- 
. mous districts in the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Assam. , 

> . (3) The number of seats reserved for the Sche¬ 
duled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes in the Legisla¬ 
tive Assembly of any State- under clause (r) shall 
bear, as nearly as may be, the same proportion to 
die total number of seats in the Assembly as the 
population of the Scheduled Cast« in the State or 
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of the Scheduled Tribes in die State or .part of the 
State, as the case may be, in respect of which seats 
are so reserved, bears to die tot^ piopulation of the 
State, 

(4) The number of seats reserved for an auto¬ 
nomous district in the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Assam shall bear to the total numbw of seats 
in that Assembly a proportion not less than the 
population of the district bears to die total popula- ’ 
don of the State. 

(5) The constituencies for the seats reserved for . 
any autonomous district of Assam shall not comprise 
any area outside that district^ except in the case of 
the constituency comprising the cantonment and 
municipali^ of Shillong. 

(6) No person who is not a member of a Scheduled 
Tribe of any autonomous district of die State of 
Assam shall be eligible for election to the Legislative 
Assembly of die State from, any constituency of that 
district except from the constituency comprising the ' 
cantonment and municipality of Shillong. 

333 . Notwithstanding anything in article 170, the 
Governor or Rajpramuld) of a State may, if he is of 
opinion that the Anglo-Indian community ne^ re- 
pres'entation in the Legislative Assembly of die St^ 
and is not adequately represented therein, nominate . 
such number of members of the community to tlie 
Assembly as he considers appropriate. 

334. Notwithstanding anythi^ in the foregoing 
provisions of this Part, the provisions of this Cons¬ 
titution relating to~ 

(«) the reservation of seats for the Scheduled ^ 
Castes and die Scheduled Tribes in the* 

• House of the People and in the L^la- 
tive Assemblies of the States; and ■** 

(b) die rep^entation of the Anglo-Indian com¬ 
munity in the House of the People and 
in the I^slative Assemblies of the States 
by nonunation, 
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shall cease to have effect on the expiration of a 
period of ten years from tiie commencement of this 
Constitution: 


Provided that nothing in this article ^all affect 
any representation in the House of the People or in 
the Legislative Assembly of a State until the dis^u- 
tion of the then existing House or Assembly, as fte 
case may be. 


335. The claims of the members of the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes shall be taken into 
consideration, consistently with the maintenance of 
efficiency of administration, in ffie making of appoint¬ 
ments to services and posts in connection wi& &e 
affairs of the Union or of a State- 


336 . (i) Duri^ the first two years after the com¬ 
mencement of this Constitution, appointments of 
members of the Anglo-Indian community to posts in 
the railway, customs, postal and telegraph services of 
the Union shall be made on the same basis as im¬ 
mediately before the fifteenth day of August, 1947. 

During every succeeding period of two years, the 
number of posts reserved for the members of the said 
community in the said services shall, as nearly as 
possible, be less by ten per cent than iht numbers so 
reserv’ed during the immediately preceding period of 
two years: 


Provided that at the end of yearn from the 
commencement; of this Constitution all such reserva¬ 
tions shall cease. 

(2) Nothing in clause (1) shall bar the appoint¬ 
ment of members of the Anglo-Indian community to 
posts other than, or in addition to, those reserved 
for the community under that clause if such members 
arc found qualifi^ for appointment on merit as com¬ 
pared with the members of other communiti«. 
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337 . During the first three financial years after the 
commencement of this Constitiition, the same grants, 
k any, shall be made by the Union and by each State 
spewed in . Part A or Part B of the First Schedule 
for the benefit of iht Anglo-Indian community in 
respect of education as were made in the financial 
year ending on the thirty-first day of Mardi, 1948. 

During every succeeding period of three years 
die grants may be less by ten per cent than those 
for die immediately preceding period of three years: 
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Provided that at the end of ten years from the 
commencement of ftis Constitution such grants, to 
the extent to ^ich they are a* special concession to 
the Anglo-Indian community, sh^l cease: 

Provided further that no educational institution 
shall be entitled to receive any grant under this 
article unless at least forty per cent of the annual 
admissions therein are made available to members of 
communities other than the Anglo-Indian com¬ 
munity. 

338 . (l) There shall be a Special Officer for the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes to be 
appointed by the President. 

(2.) It shall be the duty of the Special Officer to 
investigate all matters relating to the saf^uaxds pro¬ 
vided for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
under this Constitution and report to the President 
upon the workii^ of those saf^;uards at such inter- 
vils as tiie President may direct, and the President 
shall cause all such reports to be lai^ before each 
House of Parliament. 


(3) In this article, references to the. Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes shall be construed as 
including references to such other backward classes 
as the President may, on receipt of tiie report of a 
Commission appointed under clause (i) of article 340, 
by order specify and also to the Anglo-Indian com¬ 
munity. 
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359. (i) The President may at any time and shall,

343. (i) The official language of the Union shall 
be Hindi in Devanagari script. 

The form of numerals to be used for the official 
purpose of the Union shall be the inteniational form 
of Indian numerals. 

(2) Notwithstanding anythii^ in clause (x), for a 
period of fifteen years from Hit commencement of 
this Constitution, the English kngue^e shall continue 
to be used for all the official purposes of the Union 
for which it was being used immediately before such 
commencement': 

Provided that the President may, during the said

(3) Notwithstanding anything in this article, Par¬ 
liament may by law provide for the use, after the said

{a) the English language, or 

(b) the Devanagari form of numerals, 

Tor <5iich purposes as may be specified in the law. 

344 . {l) The President shall, at the expiration of 
five years from the commencement of this Constitu¬ 
tion and thereafter at the expiration of ten years from

An amendment of this Constitution may be 
initiated only by the introduction of a BID for the

370 . (i) Notwithstandmg anything in this Consti¬

FIFTH SCHEDULE

Provisions as to the Administration and Control of Scheduled 
Areas and Scheduled Tribes 

PART A 
General 


1. Interpretation.—In this Schedule, unless the context 
otherwise requires, the expression “State” means a State 
specified in Part A or Part B of the First Schedule but does 
not include the State of Assam. 


2 .—Executive power of a State in Scheduled. Areas.—Subject 
to the provisions of this Schedule, the executive power of a 
State extends to the Scheduled Areas therein. 


3 . Report by the Governor or Rajpramukh to the Preai* 
dent regarding the administration of Scheduled Areas.—The 
Governor or Rajpramukh of each State having Scheduled 
Areas therein shall annually, or whenever so required by the 
President, make a report to the President r^arding the 
administration of the Scheduled Areas in that SUte and the 
executive power of the Union shall extend to the mving of 
directions to the State as to the administration of the said 
areas.

Administration and control of Scheduled Areas and 

Scheduled Tribes 

4 . Tribes Advisory Council.—(l) There shall fie established 
in each State having Scheduled Areas therein and, if the 
President so directs, also in any State having Scheduled Tnbes 
but not Scheduled Areas therein, a Tribes Advisory Councdl 
consis ting of not more than twenty members of whom, as 
nearly as may be, three-fourths shall be the representatives of 
the ^eduled' Tribes in the Legislative Assembly of the 
State: . 

Provided that if the number of representatives of the 
Scheduled Tribes in the Legislative Assembly of the State is 
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less Ifaan the number of seats in the Tribes Advisory Council to 
be filled by such representatives, the remaining seats shall be 
fined by other members of those tribes.

5. Law applicable to Scheduled Areas,—(l) Notwithstand¬ 
ing anything in this Constitution, the Governor or Rajpramukh, 
as the case may be, may by public notification direct that any 
particular Act of Parliament or of the Legislature of the State 
shall not apply to a Scheduled Area or any part thereof in the 
State or shall apply to a Scheduled Area or any part thereof in 
die State subject to such exceptions and modifications as be 
may specify in the notification and any direction given under 
ffiis sub-paragraph may be given so as to have retrospective 
effect.

(c) create a new autonomous district, 

(d) increase the area of any autonomous district, 

(e) dimmish the area of any autonomous district, 

(f) unite two or more autonomous districts or parts 

riiereof so as to form one autonomous district, 

(g) define the boundaries of any autonomous'district: 

provided that no order shall be made by the Governor 
under clauses (c), (d), (e) and (f) of this sub-paragraph except 
after consideration of the report of a Commission mpointed 
under sub-paragraph (i) of paragraph 14 of this Schedule. 


2. Constitution of DistncC Councils and Regional Councils.— 

(1) There shall be a District Council for each autonomous 
district consisting of not more toan twenty-four members, of 
whom not less than three-fourths shall be elected on the basis 
of adult su&age. 

(2) There shall be a separate Regional Council for each 
area constituted an autonomous region under sub-paragraph 

(2) of pars^aph i of this Schedule. 
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(3) Each District Council and each Regional Council ^lall

(a) the composition of the District Councils and

(b) the maiu^ement of any forest not being a reserved 
forest; 

(c) the use of any canal or water-course for the purpose 
of agriculture; 

(d) the regulation of the practice of jhum or other 
forms of shifting cultivation; 

(e) the establishment o{ vill^e or town committees or 
councils and their powers; 

(f) any other mattei relating to village or town •adminis¬ 
tration, including village or town police and 
public health and sanitetion; 

(g) the appointment or succession of Chiefs or Head¬ 
men; 

(h) the inheritance of property; 

(i) marriage; 

(]) social customii. 

(2) In this paragraph, a “reserved forest” means any area 
vdiich is a reserved forest under the Assam Forest Regulation, 
1891, or under any other law for tiie time being in force in the 
area in question. 

{3) All laws made under this paragraph shall be submitted 
forthwith to tiie Governor and, until assented to by him, shall 
have no ^Eect. 

4, Admioistration of justice in autonomous districts and 
autonomous regions.—(i) The Regional Council for an auto¬ 
nomous region in resp^ of areas within such region and 
District Council for an antononious district in respect of areas 
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within the district other than those which are under the autho¬ 
rity of the R^onal Councils, if any, within the district may 
constitute village councils or courts for the trial of suits ^nd 
cases between die parties all of whom belong to Schedul^

of moneys therein and any other matter connected with or 
ancillary to the matters aforesaid. . 

8. Powers to assess and collect land revenue and to impose 
taxes.—(i) The Regional Council for an autonomous region in 
respect of all lands within such region and the District Council 
tor an autonomous district in respect of all lands within the
